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1,200 protest but B.C. Tel wins hike 

CRTC raps service; 15% increase due in weeks 


OTTAWA (CP) The Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Telephone Cb. 
was given permission Tues¬ 
day to increase most of its 
telephone rates by an average 
of about 15 per cent, despite 
stiff opposition and a record 
number of complaints about 
the company’s service. 

The Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 
(CRTC) shaved only about S3 
million off B.C. Tel’s proposed 
increase that would have ad- 
fled about $43 million a year 


to the company's coders. Last 
year. B.C. Tel took in $435 
million. (See also Page 13. > 
The rate Increases, expect¬ 
ed to take effect in about two 
weeks, drew 1.200 complaints 
and criticisms from the pub¬ 
lic. That is 50-per-cent more 
than the number of comments 
Bell Canada’s latest rate in¬ 


crease projiosal drew. al¬ 
though Bell is about eight 
times larger than B.C. Tel. 

Even the CRTC raked B.C. 
Tel over the coals for the 
quality of its service, describ¬ 
ing some aspects of the ser¬ 
vice as unsatisfactory, unac¬ 
ceptable and saying it needed 
significant improvements. 


In handing down approval 
of the rate increases, the 
CRTC ordered immediate im¬ 
provements in B.C. Tel’s bill¬ 
ing procedures, its method of 
handling complaints and its 
repair service. Almost 25 per 
cent of equipment that has 
been repaired after a custom¬ 
er has complained breaks 


down again within a month, 
the CRTC said. 

Other common objections 
raised to B.C. Tel’s rate in¬ 
crease were lodged by senior 
citizens, the [»or and groups 
representing the two. 

They said the pnojxjsed in¬ 
creases would cause undue 
hardship on customers writh 


low or fixed incomes and that 
it would deprive them of a 
basic necessity. 

Acknowledging this prol>- 
lem, the CRTC made the un¬ 
usual move of ordering B.C. 
Tel to examine the feasibility 
of providing a discount to 
such customers as the Bell 
system offers in the U.S. 


A CRTC official said this 
decision could be an impor- 
lant precedent for consumers, 
signalling a direction toward 
which Bell, the only other fe¬ 
derally-regulated phone com¬ 
pany, may be asked to move. 

“ The most common criticism 
of B.C. Tel rate increases 
stemmed from a misunder¬ 


standing of the anti-inflation 
guides and how r the CRTC*vas 
to apply them to the com¬ 
pany. 

About half of the 1.200 criti¬ 
cisms objected to the increase 
on the grounds that wage and 
price controls generally held 
salary increases to eight per¬ 
cent during 1975 and 197b. 
while B.C. Tel wanted in¬ 
creases averaging about 15 
per cent.

However, perhaps we’ll 
get as much publicity this way rather than the othei 
way.” 

The winner has a year to make the claim. 

“I thought I’d find out the name of the winner when 
T confirmed the win. but all I was told was that Na¬ 
tional Trust was the claimant,” Stew-art said. 

Adding spice to the mystery is $250,000 awaiting a 
claimant from the April 20 draw 

“That ticket could be anywhere in Canada,” 
Stewart said. “All w r e know is that it was bought. The 
winner could have stuck in his wallet or put in a draw¬ 
er and forgotten it. Whatever the case is, there’s 
$250,000 waitin^to be claimed. As for the million 
dollars, we know the winner is in Victoria but that’s 
all.” 

Ticket numbers? The winner of the million held 
30198S-J. now gathering dust but no interest in National 
Trust. Remember, that was Feb. 28. 

The winner of the unclaimed $250,000 held ticket 
number 4163976 in the April 30 draw. 

In the meantime, Stewart said there isn’t anything 
they can do to help the winners increase the value of 
their winnings. “The money remains in a'trust fund 
earning no interest,” he said. “When they do eventually 
claim, they’ll get just a million or just the $250,000.”

TEL AVIV’ (AP) — Israel s governing Labor 
party suffered thumping defeats Tuesday in national 
elections and the head of the right-wing Likud opposi¬ 
tion claimed victory. 

Likud leader Menahem Begin — who lakes a 
much tougher line on trading occupied Arab territory 
for peace agreements than has the Labor leadership — 
told exuberant followers early today he expects to form 
the next government. 

Labor has been the domin¬ 
ant force hi every Israeli gov - 
emment since independence in 
1948. 

The Labor party, stained by 
corruption scandals and hurt 
by a troubled economy, was 
trailing in many areas in the 
voting. 

Ballots are counted by hand 
and complete results from the 
country’s 22 million voters 
are not expeoted until later 
today. 

With 1,381 of the 3.879 pollin': 
stations counted. Likud had 41 
seats for a gain of two and 
Labor had 33. The reformist 
Democratic Movement for 
Change (DMC) got 14 and the 
National Religious Party 
(NRP) won 12, a gain of two. 

The remaining 20 seats w'ere 
scattered among eight other 
parties, including the Commu¬ 
nist Rakah which captured 
six for a gain of two. 

Computer projections based 
on more than 20 per cent of 
the vote and a sampling of 
polling stations .gave the 
Likud 42 seats in the 120- 
member Knesset parliament 
and Labor 32. Labor had won 
51 seats and Likud 39 in the 
1973 election. 

Political observers noted 
the law does not require that 
the party winning a plurality 
be automatically granted the 
first chance to form a govern¬ 
ment. but that practice 
alw-ays has been followed. 

The newly formed (DMO. 
which has promised to work 
lor domestic reform. a|i- 
peared to be on its way to 
capturing 16 seats in the 
Knesset. Israeli television 
predicted the NRP would 
clinch II seats. 

It’s an earthquake,” said 
DMC leader Prof. Amnon Ru¬ 
binstein, who was at Likud 
headquarters.

MONTREAL (CPl ■ Que¬ 
bec agriculture officials visit¬ 
ed six Donkin Donuts stores 
here last month and destroyed 
15.000 "Munehkin” boxes and 
“Big Bunch Buckets” because 
the containers were labelled 
only in English. 

A regional supervisor with 
the agriculture department 
said Tuesday the seizures 
.were made alter repeated 
warnings to the American- 
owned chain to have their 
containers conform to Quebec 
labelling laws making the 
use of French obligatory. 

Supervisor Luc Vachon said 
either the^ agriculture depart¬ 
ment or the French Language 
Board would decide about tak¬ 
ing the company to court. A 
first violation by a corpora¬ 
tion of the labelling laws can 
bring a fine of up to $1,000. 

Several Dunkin Donut man¬ 


agers say the offensive U.S.- 
ni^de “Munehkin” boxes and 
“Big Bunch Buckets” have 
since been replaced with bilin¬ 
gual containers made in Can¬ 
ada. 

Manager Roland Bruneau 
says he will seek to recoup 
more than $100 iirlosses in¬ 
curred when an agriculture 
department inspector threw 
li.000 bags into the garbage. 
Only the' company logo was 
printed on the bags. 

Vachon said his superiors 
have notified him the English- 
only company logo is “strict¬ 
ly-speaking illegal,” but did 
not indicate if they were fill¬ 
ing to push the matter in the 
courts.

Supreme Court backs sex shop's ease 

Morality snub not enough 


OTTAWA iCP» - A munici¬ 
pal council is not em[towered 
to withhold a business licence 
solely on grounds of protect¬ 
ing community moral wel¬ 
fare, the Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled Tuesday. 

It 'Said in a 5-0 judgment 
that the municipal council of 
Prime George wrongly re- 
fpsed to issue a licence to a 
person wishing to open a sex 
shop. 

Mayor Harold Moffat said 
that despite the ruling‘in the 
2’a year sex shop battle. 
Prince George had the re¬ 
course of setting a business li¬ 
cence fee so high it would 
deter the Garden of Eden of 
Victoria from operating a bo- 
tique in the city. 


'f’he business licence appli¬ 
cation *was made by John 
Payne to open a Garden of 
' Eden shop. Council denied the 
application by citing a section 
of the B.C*. Municipal Act 
which says a licence can he 
retused if at least two-thirds 
of the members of council 
agree. 

The 'Tl.C. ap|>eal court 
quashed the council resolution 
saying protection of public 
morality against a lawful 
business is an irrelevant 
ground upon which to deny a 
licence. The city appealed to 
the Supreme Court and ar¬ 
gued that morality is a rele¬ 
vant' [xvint. 

Evidence in the lower 
court* indicated that the Gar¬ 


den of Eden was to specialize 
in sexual devices. - One B.C. 
appeal court judge called 
these “a wide range of mas- 
turbatory and erotic devices 
and substances not entirely 
consistent with heterosexual 
activity.” 

Mr. Justice Brian Dickson, 
writing for the court, said the 
court was not concerned with 
the morality question and 
must limit itself to deciding 
whether the council acted 
within its jurisdiction. 

“Tlie Prince George council 
did not have statutory 
power to prohibit the trade 
which the applicant sought to 
conduct.” he *aid. 


Mot fat said the answer now 
might be a S3.000 business li¬ 
cence. 

But Garden of Eden co¬ 
owner Joe Payne said that 
while he was happy about the 
Supreme Court decision, his 
oarbier is away on holidays 
and he was not certain 
whether he stj,ll wants to open 
a sjiop in Prince George. 

The high court has yet to 
decide on n similar case from 
SU Catharines, Ont. Thai 
case, involving a sex shop 
called Erotique Ltd., is to set¬ 
tle legal arguments over 
whether sexual devices actu¬ 
ally are prohibited under obs¬ 
cenity laws.

Prisoners who refused to go 
t o their scheduled duties a I 
Mission medium-security in¬ 
stitution Tuesday morning, 
ended their protest over pay 
rales by mid-afternoon. 

Jack Stewart, a spokesman 
lor the Canadian Penitentiary 
Service, said the prison re¬ 
turned to normal after a 
meeting between the prison¬ 
ers’ committee and adminis¬ 
tration at the Fraser Valiev 
institution. 

"It was explained to them 
that much of what they were 
asking for required national 
policy changes and were 
beyond the jurisdiction of 
local administration,” Stewart 
said. 

Prisoners in federal institu¬ 
tions receive Irom 75 cents to 
M.20 a^day of which 53 cents 
to 95 cents may be used to 
purchase canteen items while 
the remainder is put into 
compulsory savings. 

Stewart said work by pris¬ 
oners at the Mission institu¬ 
tion consists primarily of 
maintenance, suejj as kit¬ 
chen work, and const motion 
of modular furniture for use 
within the prison system

The commission also 
expressed concern and puzzle¬ 
ment that B.C. Tel asked for 
hikes in most of its basic and 
monopolistic services, while 
not raising rate,* on services 
offered by competing compa¬ 
nies. 

"Even with the higher rates 
that will become effective, the 
cost of telephone service to 
our customers will still he a 
very great bargain,” Gordon 
Macfarlane, B.C. Tel’s chief 
executive officer, said in Van¬ 
couver in a news release fol¬ 


lowing the CRTC announce¬ 
ment. 

The decision "provide® the 
company with some assur¬ 
ance that it will continue to he 
able to meet its basic obliga¬ 
tion of providing reliable tele¬ 
communications services," 
Macfarlane said. 

"It is significant that the 
CRTC decision refers to the 
quality of telephone service in 
B.C., Macfarlane said. 

"B.C. Tel accepts this chal¬ 
lenge and emphasizes that 
there is no other alternative 
than to continue on a plan 
that will result in improved 
servic efor existing customers 
and also in meeting demands 
of new customers.”

NATO’s defence ministers 
agree on boosting budgets 


BRUSSELS (Reuter) 
NATO deience ministers 
agreed Tuesday that all 15 
member states of the alliance 
should aim at increasing their 
defence budgets by a mini¬ 
mum of three per cent beyond 
the cost of inflation. 

They were responding to 
U.S. President Carter’s call for 
greater defence spending by 
the alliance, including Cana¬ 
da. 

Informed NATO sources 
said the ministers also agreed 
to accept plans for major im¬ 
provements in the alliance's 
defence position, put forward 
Tuesday by U.S. Defence Sec¬ 
retary Harold Broun. 

The sources said the deci¬ 
sions reflected the alliance's 
concern over the steady 
buildup of Soviet armed 
forces during recent years 


The ministers accepted a 
long-terrrl program put tor- 
ward by Brown to solve the 
alliance’s most pressing prob¬ 
lems. This would include step¬ 
ping up the combat reading, 
of NATO's frontline troopRI* 
strengthening its electronic 
warfare capabilities and im¬ 
proving its sea power and air 
defences. 

In addition, the deience 
ministers agreed with r a call 
by Brown fox a series of im¬ 
provements to be carried ouj 
next year. Brown listed an 
increase in anti-tank wea¬ 
ponry in, the northern part of 
West Germany and a buildup 
of war supplies jn Western 
Europe generally as high- 
priority aims. 

The Brown program, which 
would extend over a period of 


about 10 years, would include 
plans to increase the battle¬ 
field readiness of NATO's 
combat forces. especially 
against shortwaming attack. 

He also said more war 
stocks, especially ammuni¬ 
tion, should be stored in'' 
Europe ready for instant use. 
The defence secretary said 
the alliance had to improve its 
ability X6 get reinforce¬ 
ments quickly to where 
they were needed in times of 
crisis. ^ 

Brown said thaf the United 
States was committed to buy¬ 
ing more European-made wea¬ 
pons and military equipment. 
Hardware likely to be bought 
by the U.S. included battle¬ 
field' radios, radar-jamming 
devices, munitions, air de¬ 
fence systems and anti-tank 
weapons.

RIO DE JANEIRO, * frazil 
(UPI) — The Parana state 
agriculture department Tues¬ 
day described as “very exag¬ 
gerated” reports from the 
government, exporters and 
producers that the coffee crop 
had been damaged by a cold 
front in southern Brazil. 

The department’s press sec¬ 
retary, Ivan Schmidt, said re¬ 
ports of serious damage “are 
very exaggerated, they do not 
represent the truth. The dam¬ 
age w-as very limited, very 
small.” 

Schmidt said the agricul¬ 
ture department was still 
assessing the effect of the 
front, which combined with 
unusually high winds, dropped 
temperatures below’ freezing 
in three parts of the coffee 
producing state, and had no 
specific numbers of damaged 
trees. 

Prior to a devastating frost 
two years ago, Parana pro¬ 
duced about 30 per cent of 
Brazil’s coffee. This year it is 
expected to produce about one 
million of the country's pre¬ 
dicted 13 million bag produc¬ 
tion. 

All the sources checked by 
UPI Tuesday denied reports 
of heavy tree damage in 
Parana. ^ which * produced 
about 30 per cent of Brazil’s 
coffee until a July, 1975, frost 
virtually wiped out 100 per 
cent of the region's crop. » 

This year Parana is ex¬ 
pected Jo produce only one 


million bags of the projected 
13-million-bag harvest in the 
world's largest coffee-produc¬ 
ing nation. 

A spokesman for the Para¬ 
na State Agriculture Institute 
said.damage was “very light” 
in the northern part of the 
state, where much of the cof¬ 
fee is grown. 

But he said lie had no accu¬ 
rate estimate of the damage. 

The Brazilian Coffee Insti¬ 
tute in Rio de Janeiro said it 
had not yet received any re¬ 
port of frost damage and was 
^waiting further assessment. 

A Rio de Janeiro exporter 
said his agents in Parana had 
not reported any serious frost 
damage. 

“The newspapers appear to 
be teporting a wind Storm 
which we cannot find,” he 
said. 

The 197a frost destroyed or 
damaged 73.5 per cent of Bra¬ 
zil's 1976 coffee crop and 
sparked a meteoric rise in re¬ 
tail coffee prices in the United 
States to $4 a pound from 
$1.29 before the freeze. 

But Brazilian coffee special¬ 
ists pointed out that this 
year’s coffee crop in Parana 
already is mature. Even in 
the case of a “black” frost — 
or wind “frost — Parana’s 
crop would be no* heavily 
damaged since it now is ripe, 
they said.

In Oakville. Ont.. Ford 
Motor Co. of Canada Ltd. said 
the recall affected 75 Maver¬ 
icks and Comets in Canada, 
and 219 police cars.

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Worry about KGB, not CIA, 
says Aussie prime minister 


CANBERRA (Reuter) 
Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser hit out today at the 
KGB, the Soviet intelligence 
arm, as controversy ’flared 
again' over alleged American 
CIA operations in Australia. 

The latest twist in the furor 
about the CIA's alleged 
clandestine activities came 
with the naming of four pur¬ 
ported U.S. agents in Austra¬ 
lia by ex-CIA agent Philip 
Agee. 

Agee, now fighting a British 
government deportation 
order, named tha supposed 


agents in a radio report from 
London, broadcast by the 
state-run Australian Broad¬ 
casting Commission. 

Fraser, visiting Brisbane, 
reacted sharply to the broad¬ 
cast and declared that Austra¬ 
lians should be more worried 
about the KGB than the CIA. 

He again rejected demands 
by labor opposition leader 
Gough Whitlam for an official 
inquiry into charges that the 
CIA had deceived Australian 
governments and manipulated 
trade unions. 

He asserted that Soviet del¬ 


egations visiting Australia 
always included KGB agents. 

Reminding Australians that 
their country had a defence 
alliance with the United 
States, the prime minister f 
said he would prefer them to 
talk about the KGB rather 
than the CIA. 

Agbe, a CIA operative for 12 
years, claimed In an inter¬ 
view with the BBC in London 
that three members of the 
U.S. Embassy m Canberra 
were members of the CIA and 
that an American diplomat 
who had recently left Austra¬ 
lia was also a CIA operative.

T HE WESTERN PROVINCES and farm leaders are 
elated by recommendations of the Hall 
Commission on grain handling and transportation, 
released Monday. At first glance it appears that if the 
recommendations are implemented it could mean a 
new economic order tor the Prairies and British 
Columbia. 

While western representatives were applauding 
the commission’s efforts, an eastern railway official 
said the commission, headed by Emmett Hall, former 
justice of the Supreme Court, was playing politics. In 
any case, it did the western heart good to have 
the commission acknowledge the contribution of 
western grain to Canada's economy 

The Hall report recommends the retention of the 
controversial Crowsnest freight rates for 
transporting grain and has even urged expansion in 
this direction. It would mean that western grain can 
continue to be moved at artificially low rates. 

It recommends the establishment of a Prairie Rail 
Authority next year. It would be headquartered in the 
West so that for the first time the operation of 
Prairie rail lines would be conducted by 
commissioners who have direct access to the 
producers affected by the operation of the lines., 
The authority would be independent of the 
railways and appointed and financed by the federal 
government. 

Well removed from the Ottawa-based Canadian 
Transport Commission, this Crown corporation would 
decide on the fate of the 12.413 miles or rail lines 
now in the existing network The Hall commission has 
recommended adding 1.813 miles of lines to the 


network and has also advocated immediate 
abandonment of some 2,000 miles of other track. 

Under the commission’s plan, farmers need not 
fear the rail abandonment. It is recommended that if a 
line is closed, th£ grain storage elevator will stay. The 
farmer will haul his grain the same distance and the 
Prairie Rail Authority will be responsible for 
arranging the trucking from the off-line elevator to 
the rail line. 

One of the recommendations which could directly 
stimulate the economy of British Columbia concerns 
the urging of greater emphasis on railways in the 
North. 

Commissioners say that natural gas and oil could 
be transported south by rail. The northern rail line 
proposal would mean more business for West Coast 
ports and development in northern B.C. 

Two years in the making, the Hall Commission 
report bears closer consideration. The commission 
expanded its original mandate and it remains to be 
seen if the federal government will adopt the report 
and put the recommendations into effect. 

Transport Minister Otto Lang says the 
government will act quickly to determine the future of 
Prairie lines recomended for abandonment but he says 
the commission went beyond its mandate in 
recommendations calling for an Arctic railway and 
retention of statutory rates. The minister had himself 
advocated a user-pay transportation policy. In spite of 
this, it is hoped that Mr. Lang will give the Hall 
recommendations serious consideration in the 
realization that stimulating western economy is good 
for the country as a whole and not just politicking.

Demise of the cigarette 


L AST WEEK in Winnipeg there was a prediction 
that cigarette smoking will have passed from 
the scene in Western society within a decade. What's 
more, the prognosticator says the demise of the 
cigarette will probably coincide with an end to alcohol 
abuse 

This is encouraging news, because while a good 
many smokers have kicked the habit, there is still a 
hard core of serious smokers around and a new and 
fearless generation on the way up. In B.C. alone, they 
spent an estimated $151 million on cigarettes last year 
In unsuccessful attempts to rid themselves of the 
habit, some smokers have tried everything from gum- 
chewing to transcendental meditation. For them, and 
lor youngsters anxious to follow the crowd, the fear of 
acquiring a smoking-related disease such as lung 
cancer, hasn t been something they could relate to in a 
personal way. 

The World Health Organization, in a lengthy 
indictment'of cigarette smoking, says these diseases 
are such an important cause of disability and 
premature death in developed countries that control of 
cigarette smoking could do more to improve health 
and prolong life' in these countries than any single 
action in the field of preventive medicine 

The provincial government recently launched an 


anti-smoking campaign, offering a seven-day plan to 
better living and no smoking. Among other things, it 
recommended drinking lots of non-alcoholic beverages 
and breathing deeply, if you want to fight the demon 
cigarette. While it is a commendable outline of good 
living habits, it doesn't provide the smoker with 
motivation to stop. If the fear of death and disease 
doesn’t inspire him to quit, what will? 

When U S. psychiatrist Dr Morris Chefetz, who is 
president of the American Health Education 
Foundation, spoke in Winnipeg, he said that smoking 
will stop because it will no longer be socially 
acceptable. Dr. Chefetz says the tobacco industry was 
not concerned when it was banned from advertising on 
the broadcast media or when it was required to put 
warnings on cigarette packages or when taxation on 
cigarettes shot up. 

“What they are concerned about is that there is a 
movement in the United States and in other parts of 
the world to make smoking socially unacceptable 
That's beginning to worry them, because it is that kind 
of response that produces changes ” 

We are already heading in that direction with 
pressure mounting not to smoke in public places. And 
while the smug, reformed smokers may irritate those 
*who are still puffing, it’s a move in the right direction 


A precautionary tale 

Refugees and freelance violence? 


Canadians are all civilized, 
reasonable people, and it is 
bard to imagine the prosaic 
North American cities and 
Countryside of Ontario. Quebec 
and New Brunswick as a scene 
for military operations or 
refugees That sort of thing only 
happens in other continents, 
and you watch it on television 
Northern Virginia looked 
prosaic enough in I860 just 
before the secession of the 
South turned it into the major 
battlefield of the American 
Civil War. The Punjab was a 
prosperous and peaceful 
agriculturaPscene in 1945 only 
two vears before the partition 
of India killed a million people 
and turned 10 million into 
relugees 

Fighting on that scale could 
hot conceivably happen in 
Canada it isn t big enough, for 
one thing Maybe Quebec will 
not choose independence in the 
end. and certainly nobody could 
say that separation would 
necessarily mean violence But 
the chorus of assurances that it 
could not possibly involve ma¬ 
jor violence has the un¬ 
mistakable sound of whistling 
in the dark 

★ ★ ★ 

There are lots of precedents 
for countries breaking up. and 
the most strikingoing is that 
people s attitudes and expeeta 
lions almost never kept up with 
events. Only now. 15 years late, 
are English-Canadians at last 
taking Quebec separatism 
seriously And still, we reas¬ 
sure ourselves, public opinion 
polls say only eight or 10 per 
cent of Quebec s population 
wants independence 
Meanwhile, the Levesque

government brings in its bill to 
stamp out English, calculated 
to appeal to the deepest-rooted 
francophone resentments 
There will be lots more bills 
and carefully structured

The mechanics of separation 
were what caused all the trou¬ 
ble in India . It was simply not 
politically possible for those 
seeking to maintain India s un¬ 
itv to discuss that question 
senouslv with the Pakistani 
separatists until the very last 
minute, when the break-up had 
become inevitable. 


Bv then frightened people 
were in motion in both direc¬ 
tions Areas where the new 
border had not yet been agreed 
like Kashmir were already 
becoming targets for panicky 
military pre-emption. 

Canada is not India, of 
course, but think about it 
Nobody will really believe 
Quebec is on its way out soon 
until and unless Levesque wins 
a referendum on independence 
But if he should win, it would 
bring a new reality as sudden 
and irrevocable as his victory 
in last November's Quebec 
elections 

No doubt he would wish fo 
negotiate separation peacefully 
and slowly, but he might not 
have time His own radical 
wing would stop pussv-footing 
around, and some English- 
speakers in Quebec^ould easi¬ 
ly start moving out in panic. At 
the very least money would 
start flooding out. and the 
Quebec government would 
have to stop It — which would 
stimulate exactly that sort of 
„pamc

That kind of thing can turn 
suddenly .and decisively nasty 
Canadians are not all that dif¬ 
ferent from the rest of the 
human race. It could come to 
refugees and freelance 
yiolence, which would not 
provide quite the right setting 
lor "a reasoned discussion on 
creating * *a customs onion 
between the ex-partners in con¬ 
federation 

Haste and hostility would 
hardly help either in settling 
the inevitable question of the 
Quehpc-Canada border on the 


New Brunswick side ( Levesque 
has already invited New 
Brunswick’s one-third minority 
of French-speakers to ’ start 
talking seriously” with 
Quebec Or how about the 
mineral-rich western parts of 
Labrador, long disputed 
between Quebec and New¬ 
foundland. with a big share of 
its population and most of its 
communications links coming 
from Quebec? 

We are now talking about dis¬ 
puted international borders 
you will note, not about cosy 
chats for amending the British 
North America Act to legalize 
Quebec's independence (Those 
who knew Kashmir before 1947 
remember it as an idyllic rural 
backwater, i 

★ ★ ★ 

This sort of talk is deliberate¬ 
ly alarmist, and not recom¬ 
mended as a. steady diet — 
least of all as a threat against 
Quebec separatists. Nor are 
the potential calamities out¬ 
lined above a necessary accom- 
paniment to separation 
Canada is a long way from In¬ 
dia. One the other hand, it is 
also a long way from the 
Heavenly Kingdom where 
sweet wisdom rules supreme 

The only point in saying this 
sort of thing now — once or 
twice, and then dropping it — is 
to put people on their guard 
against what really could hap¬ 
pen very quickly, should Leves¬ 
que ever win his referendum, 
unless everyone was alert to 
prevent it There would be lit¬ 
tle time then for reflection, and 
once the referendum heaves 
into sight it would be recklessly 
inflammatory fo discuss such 
possibilities at all. 


There are some puzzling 
aspects to accusations that the

While it hardly warrants

I It was only after I’d been 
there and had encountered 
Soviet reality first-hand that 1 
appreciated the “warnings 
But by then it was too late, and 
1 thought I knew more of the 
hazards than the RCMP did 
The thing that the Soviets 
can't fully comprehend 
emotionally (although they are 
forced to intellectually» is that 
( 'anada has no spy or espionage 
service We have counter¬ 
espionage, but no spies per se 
If you wanted to be a spy for 
Canada there is no place you 
can sell secrets. You'd have to 
peddle them to the Yanks, or 
Brits or. maybe, the 
Guatemalans 

In espionage terms Canada 
has been known as a Soviet in¬ 
cubator When the Canadian 
passport was the world's 
easiest to acquire it was the 
most useful. Every respectable 
Soviet spy carried one Or 
came through Canada en route 
to the U.S or some other 
country to establish a phoney 
identitv or fake cover 


a Canadian passport: Tito, 
when he was a Stalinist agent, 
carried one; Col. Abel came 
into America via Canada. 
Richard Serge’s network car¬ 
ried Canadian passports; post¬ 
war atom spies had Canadian 
links, the famous Lucy ring 
that literally won the Eastern 
front for Stalin was financed 
from Canada And so on 
through years of cloaks and 
daggers 

The only professional Soviet 
spies ever put on trial in 
Canada were delivered to the 
RCMP by Igor Gouzenko who 
changed sides in 1945. Before 
that, and since, we have never 
prosecuted a KGB agent—only 
the very occasional small-time

Tiny homes at high prices 


The desire to own a piece of 
the earth is shared by most 
men. and the people of Japan 
are no exception It is the 
dream of almost .every 
workingman here to move out 
of his cramped city apartment^, 
and find a little home in a quiet* 
residential area with a garden, 
tiny though it may be. and a 
clean, healthy environment for 
his children 

In a country as highly 
developed as Japan this would 
hardly seem to be an immodest 
goal, but for urban dwellers 
and especially Tokyoites (11 6 
million of them crammed into 
one of the most densely pop¬ 
ulated areas in the world* 
astonishingly high land prices 
have made the suburban 
bungalow as inaccessible as a 
castle in the sky 

In the last 40 years, while 
general commodities have gone 
up in price about 1.000 times, 
land is 100.000 times more ex¬ 
pensive. indicating, according 
to a Japanese newspaper 
•dilorial, what an abnormal,

outrageous and diseased situa¬ 
tion residents of large cities 
live in.’ 1 

The reasons for this 
prodigious price spiral are first 
the scarcity of” land and the 
rapid concentration into urban 
centres; second, the pervasive 
myth that buying land is cer¬ 
tain to be a profit-making 
enterprise; and finally, the 
tenacious desire of Japanese 
families for “my home.” the 
Japanese expression for a 
private residence 

Thus the average 
workingman determined to put 
his stake in the ground 
somewhere must be resigned to 
the fact that it will be small, 
very expensive and an in¬ 
creasingly long and in¬ 
convenient ride to his office 

The man who wanted to buy a 
1.600-squa re-foot tract of land 
25 to 40 miles from the centre 
of the city would probably have 
to pay at least $40,000 for the 


land and another $00,000 for a 
tiny four- or five-room house 
with no central heating, little 
insulation and little or no 
storage and garage space. 
Even the middle-level office 
worker in his 30s or 40s earning 
$10,000 a year would be paying 
a sum 10 times his yearly in¬ 
come, compared to 2 5 or three 
times in the United States or 
Western Europe 
One disturbing tiend recently 
has been to subdivide plots into 
miniature home sites to bring 
homes down to a price range 
within the reach of prospective, 
buyers Of 1.22 million land- 
owners in the Tokyo area, the 
government says that 375.351 
are now living on land of an un 
desirably small size 
Real estate brokers have 
been buying up one-quarter- 
acre plots, dividing them into 
10 or 20 individual lots. The 
two-storv. narrow box houses 
built on them have no garden or 
yard space and are so close 


together that the eaves of one 
house often touch those of the 
next 

While the purchase of a 
miniature home is from a 
financial standpoint the onlv 
course open to man, city of¬ 
ficials are concerned about this 
“slumification” of residential 
areas. 

The invasion of thnv homes in 
an area causes overcrowding of 
schools, multiplies demands on 
electricity, gas and water sup 
plies, and brings up the basic 
problem of the infringement of 
privacy. They also are an in¬ 
vitation to disaster in this 
earthquake- and fire-prone 
metropolis. 

There is now a growing de 
mand in political and govern 
ment circles for tighter zoning 
laws and housing regulations 
but because there is no way to 
control the dreams of hundred* 
of thousands of people for m\ 
home, land prices are certain 
to remain a monetary night 
mare

EAST LANSING. Mich - 
Quebec voters will probably 
favof-rf' ‘Sovereign as¬ 
sociation'* or a basic reform 
of the Canadian constitu¬ 
tion. Clear-cut separation is 
not what they have in mind 
and it will probably not be 
one of the options in the vote 
sometime in the next four 
years. 

This forecast of political 
action was made here by 
Dr Pierre Marc Johnson. 
Parti Quebecois member 
since 1971 who won election 
last November in the 
National Assembly of 
Quebec He represents Ville 
d’Anjou and part of 
Montreal East 

Johnson was one of 
several Canadians address¬ 
ing a symposium on Quebec 
sponsored by the Michigan 
State University Committee 
of Canadian-American 
Studies at The Kellogg 
Center for Continuing 
Education. 


Articulate in French and 
English, he holds degrees in 
political science, law and 
medicine, and was admitted 
to the bar in 1971. He is an 
emergency physician at the 
Maissonneuve University 
Hospital in Montreal 
Complete separation.’’ 
Johnson said in an inter¬ 
view. “is an invention Of the 
opposition or perhaps the 
media What we seek is a 
political base from which to. 
negotiate with equality, and 
with management of 
Quebec-paid taxes, substan¬ 
tial portions of which have 
been going to the federal 
government. 

“We want to share 
economic and political ac¬ 
tivity. We have been paying 
the highest of the provincial 
taxes.

•Quebec has been the only 
province with an extensive 
textile industry, and there 
has been no real regulation 
by the federal government 
on imports of textiles. A 
clear-cut market for Quebec 
has been jeopardized by 
federal inaction 
"It is not a question of 
how best to govern 
Quebec." he said. "Our con¬ 
cern is who will govern 
Quebec, and we think it 
should be Quebecois. ” 

The nature of the im¬ 
pending vote, which 
probably won t come in the 
next year, Johnson said, has 
not been elaborated. It could 
he on the question of separa¬ 
tion. which is unlikely,.or 
for a sovereign association 
between Quebec and the 
rest of Canada, or it could 
deal with a proposal for 
basic reform of the Cana¬ 
dian constitution. 

What we want is control 


over the centers of decision¬ 
making. in economic and 
political and development 
areas, and these include the 
wealth of Quebec’s natural 
resources in hydropower, 
copper, iron ore, and 
asbestos " 

Prof. Rene Jean Ravault 
of St. Paul University. 
Quebec, gave details of the 
official languages 
minorities in Quebec and 
outside Quebec. Of Canada’s 
21 6 million total population 
in 1971. he said, nearly 6 mil¬ 
lion are French-speaking, 
almost 13 million are

British Columbia has always 
maintained a public school 
system free from sectarianism 
and segregation and it would be 
regrettable if this policy were 
abandoned in favor of govern¬ 
ment support for segregation. 

Every child in British Colum¬ 
bia has the right and oppor¬ 
tunity for an education in our 
public‘schools free from in¬ 
tolerance and prejudice and if 
parents wish to have their 
children educated in a different 
atmosphere they also have that 
privilege — at their own ex¬ 
pense. 

The history of segregation in 
schools, whether imposed or by

bels of crude oil. a total of 
3,500,000 barrels. 

With Trident submarines and 
oil tankers plying the narrow 
waters of the strait, there is 
grave danger of collision. 
Chapter 3. page 43 of the book 
Supership by Noel Mostert 
gives a graphic description of 
what happened when the 
Norwegian Tanker Polycom¬ 
mander burst into flames at 
Muxieirio Point on the Spanish 
Atlantic coast near Vigo, a 
minor incident compared with 
what could happen here.

I NUMBER, among my acquaintances, a fair number of 
acupuncturists, those men trained in the art of Oriental heal¬ 
ing through the insertion of thin needles. 

These acupuncturists, under the rather quaint medical 
laws of British Columbia, are persona non grata. They are 
prevented from practising their profession (even those with 
degrees from Oriental universities) and the big losers are 
the thousands of citizens who could benefit from their 
ministrations. 

This, then, is directed to Bob McClelland, our minister of 
health, who might be able to do something to change the 
situation. 

Actually. Bob McClelland and Dr. W. G. McClure, the 
registrar of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, will 
have received a letter from a very fine acupuncturist, prior 
to this hitting the light of print. I feel his letter spells out a 
definitive course of action that could be accepted by both the 
ministry of health and by the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. Read on. 

"WITH THE EXCEPTION of the medical doctors who 
also practise acupuncture on the side, there are at the pre¬ 
sent time, more than 50 Oriental and Caucasian acupunc¬ 
turists practising the healing art of acupuncture throughout 
the province of. B.C. Some of them set up offices and some of 
them who are scrupulous of the Medical Act. practice under¬ 
cover in order to make a living. 

"It is of public knowledge that the present acupuncture 
services offered in the Vancouver General Hospital and the 
Victoria General Hospital, can not cope with the heavy de¬ 
mand by the public who need acupuncture treatments. 

“ THOUGH THERE IS no specific law governing the 
practice of acupuncture in B.C. by persons other than 
medical doctors. I do respect the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of B.C. In that I request your permission to work in 
the hospital as an assistant, or. alternatively. I request your 
permission to practice privately by a referral basis. 

"I am an acupuncturist accredited by the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario, having passed their ex¬ 
aminations. While the unemployment is a record high in B.C 
and while acupuncture is a valid form of therapy for certain 
cases, job opportunities for acupuncturists could be created 
to share part of the unemployment problem in B.C. I am sure 
that all the other acupuncturists in B.C., be they Caucasian 
or Oriental, would be glad and so would the people who need 
the treatments. 

"BESIDES THE PROVINCE of (totario in our Canada, 
most states in America have accepted, in different manners, 
the practise of acupuncture by persons other than medical 
doctors — notable examples are the States of Massachusetts 
and California. 

"In order to control the practice for the benefit of the 
people who need treatments and to eliminate the unqualified 
ones. British Columbia should follow either Ontario or 
California." 

The acupuncturist is Harry Chan of Nanaimo and I have 
knowledge of both his credentials and his ability to perform 
the exact art of needle healing. 

HIS ARGUMENT is legitimate — many thousands 
would be able to avail themselves of treatment — thousands 
who can not get to the two aforementioned clinics in Van¬ 
couver and Victoria. 

Respectfully, Robert McClelland, 1 suggest Chan s 
proposal to set up a British Columbia examining board, much 
along the lines of the one in Ontario, contains all the neces 
sary merit. He is, in fact, offering the safeguard which would 
keep out the quacks of that profession, because acupuncture 
has those quacks just as surely as does the medical profes¬ 
sion. 

CHAN IS AI^SO CORRECT in stating the present clinics 
have not been able to cope with the demand and that demand 
will continue to escalate as word travels of pain relief 
received from acupuncture treatment. 

There is, of course, a built-in suspicion in many medical 
minds, of the treatment. The rationale is that medicine has 
no idea of why such needle insertion would work, therefore, 
it can’t be good. I mentioned this to one well-known local doc¬ 
tor and his answer said it all. 

"Next time someone tells you that.” he said, "ask them 
why electric-shock treatments of the brain work in many 
cases. They don’t know, but because it works in those cases, 
obviously they should use it.” 

At least, Bob McClelland, look at the Ontario system. 
It might pave the way for a little modernization in our think¬ 
ing here in British Columbia.

“They have selected as to 
be their primary coal supplier

for $55.55 per long tont but 
the price varies according to 
a cost escalation provision. 

Kaiser said the Pakistan

Tariffs assigned for the transportation of the gas will be 
used to repay the debt and companies using it would pay in 
proportion to the amount they obtain. An insurance plan 
worth $400 million that would cover business-interruption for 
200 days would be provided by CAGPL. 

This next part is for you taxpayers. Normally lenders for 
capital projects.of large magnitude require some sort of 
guarantee — other than anticipated profitable operation of 
the project — that the loans will be repaid. This would come 
into play also if the pipeline were not completed.

2. Final backing to ensure that, if the project cannot be 
completed for s 6 me unexpected reason (war. pestilence, 
tiood. etc. i, the governments will either complete the project 
or retire the debt. 

3. Business-interruption insuranoe to supplement the 
200 -day insurance mentioned earlier, should the line be down 
for more than 200 days. 

But you can ignore all the foregoing if you think the Arc¬ 
tic Gas proposal is well and truly dead in the water.

And that report drew the ire 
of Premier Bennett: “If Dr. 
.Wallace had taken the time to 
check his facts, he would 
have ascertained that this 
was purely a visit connected 
wrth the inaugural run of the 
Princess Marguerite at the in¬ 
vitation of the government of 
B.C. and was not construed to 
be a meeting taking the place 
of important discussions con¬ 
cerning mutual problems that 
w ill occur in the future. 

“No official talks were 
planned between myself and 
the governor. The trip was 
purely the governor’s way of 
recognizing this important 
link between B.C. and Wash¬ 
ington. 

"I can fully understand the 
fact that pressures of legisla¬ 
tive business have forced 
Governor Ray to cancel the 


trip. However, I am very 
pleased that other members 
of her 6taff who were to ac¬ 
company her' are coming any¬ 
way. These include her sister, 
Mrs. Marian Reid, who is 
hostess at the governor's 
mansion. 

‘‘It would be very unfortu¬ 
nate if Dr. Wallace's com¬ 
ments receive prominence in 
Washington state media be¬ 
cause such remarks only lead 
to the impairment of the ex¬ 
cellent relations that we now 
have and hope to continue to 
have with Washington legisla¬ 
tors.” 

To all of which Scott Wal¬ 
lace said: ‘‘Wow, who would 
have thought one lone Conser¬ 
vative voice, wrongly quoted, 
cpuld have such a powerful 
influence on international af¬ 
fairs?”

Environment Minister 
•tames Nielsen told Washing- 
toft state officials in February 
that the - B.C. government 
would be willing to *’suffer 
the public outcry" if it used 
chemicals to control Eurasian 
milfoil weed in the Okanagan 
lake system. 

“We’d be very pleased to 
share with you our experi¬ 
ences in the milfoil control 
and suffer the public outcry 
about the applications of 
chemicals if they are decided 
on. and then we can relate it 
to our successes, and perhaps 
you can avoid some of them," 
he said. 

Nielsen said the milfoil 
weed "could be an unwanted 
pest from British Columbia to 
Washington stay." 

"We recognize that a boat 
coming out of the Okanagan 
lakes and swinging into Wash¬ 
ington state could place active 
milfoil in your water systems 
If you do not already have it,” 
Nielsen is quoted aa saying in 


a transcript of the meeting 
obtained by the Colonist. 

Washington officials leared 
the weed could get into Wash¬ 
ington irrigation and distribu¬ 
tion systems, and in theory-, 
into the Columbia estuary. 

Nielsen ^said the weed had 
contributed to drownings, is 
"playing havoc with the boat¬ 
ing industry” and destroying 
the recreational value of the 
Okanagan lakes. 

He said there \vere "many, 
many people" with "credible" 
alternatives to the use of 
chemicals. He said there were 
people who want to harvest 
the weed and feed it to cattle. 

’.Some people consider it a 
great jmtential for protein." 
he said. Rut Nielsen said cut¬ 
ting the weed is like cutting a 
lawn it doesn’t solve the 
problem. 

A Washington state official 
told Nielsen that a local man 
had made his living for 25 
years on harvesting lake 
weed. 


OTTAWA (CD - The na¬ 
tional economy is recovering, 

. but at a modest.pace, the fi¬ 
nance department says in its 
annual review.

The B.C. government plans 
to use 12 tons of the toxic her¬ 
bicide 2,4-D in the Okanagan 
lake system to control a weed 
problem, although 2,4-D has 
caused birth defects in test 
animals and Is under federal 
evaluation in the U.S. 

The herbicide will be placed 
in the water system over a 
three-year period. Environ¬ 
ment Minister James Nielsen 
said last month when the pro¬ 
gram to eradicate the Eura¬ 
sian milfoil weed was an¬ 
nounced. Nielsen said fbur 
methods of control would be 
employed: mechanical, hy¬ 
draulic, biological and chemi¬ 
cal. 

The control program would 
start this year, he said. The 
weed detracts from recreation 
potential and there are fears 
it may clog irrigation sys¬ 
tems. 

Nielsen said Friday at the 
annual meeting of the B.C. 
Medical Association that 12 
tons of 2,4-D is not a "mas- 
•ive doae," as Dr. Robert Hef- 
felfinger, chairman of the 
BCMAS environmental health 
committee, had earlier 
suggested. 

Nielsen said the amounts 
had been recommended by 
D r. Cortland Mackenzie, 
former chairman of the B.C. 
Royal Commission into her¬ 
bicides and pesticides, and 
two other commissioners. 

Nielsen said he has been as- 
eured the herbicide will be 
safe if used by experienced 
operators. 

The B.C. Medical Associa¬ 
tion is oppsoing the govern¬ 
ment's plans to place the 
herbicide in the lake system 
until adequate studies are 
made of the herbicide’s poten¬ 
tial hazard to human health. 

The ma jor producer of 2,4-D 
I* Dow Chemical Co. in the 
U.S. Attempts to restrict the 
chemical in the U.S. have met 
with resistance from Dow. an 
Environmental Protection 
Agency spokesman said. 

2, 4-D being evaluated in 
the U.S. td determine If it af- 
fec ts the genetic structure of 
animals, an Environmental 
Protection Agency .spokesman 
said last month. 

The Bionetics Research la¬ 
boratories. under contract for 
ihe U.S. National Cancer In¬ 
stitute, reported that certain 
esters (chemical compounds) 
in 2,4-D caused birth defects 
in test animals, a 1971 her¬ 
bicide study by New Yorker 
reporter Thomas Whiteside 
states. 

The Bionetics animal stu¬ 
dies concluded: "Due to the 
teratogenic (fetus-deforming) 
activity of certain of its 
esters. 2.4-D should be studied 
further." 

2,4-D mimics plant hor¬ 
mones and kills plants by for¬ 
cing them to grow in a rapid 
and disorganized fashion, and 
can be toxic to fish, the B.C. 
Forest Pesticide Handbook 
states. 

The toxifcity of 2.4-D "may 
he greatly increased" when 
combined with other chemi- 
• tals, the handbook states 

It also states that 2,4-D is 
teratogenic (fetus-deforming) 
vUien combined with dioxins, 
contaminants 
formWDvyva related chemical, 
2,4,5-T. 


Lang attacks 
shipping rates 

OTTAWA — Transport Min¬ 
ister Otto Lang says new pro¬ 
posals to maintain low-cost 
grain-shipping rates in the 
West were made with no con¬ 
sideration of the cost to tax¬ 
payers. In a sharp Commons 
exchange on-the Hall commis¬ 
sion report. lane said the 
government would * consider. | 
recommendations to maintain 
heavily subsidized grain-ship¬ 
ping rates and nthpr proposals 
before taking action. 


The B.C. Medical Associa¬ 
tion is urging that a moratori¬ 
um be placed on the 2,4-D 
program until adequate 
study is made of the potential 
hazard to human health. 

The association states in a 
May 14 news release that: 

• There are more than 
600 water intakes from the 
Okanagan lake system, in¬ 
cluding many for drinking 
purposes. 

• The turnover time of 
additives to Okanagan waters 
is in the order of 50 to 75 
years. 

• Use of 2.4-D in Okana¬ 
gan waters is opposed by the 
Kelowna Medical Society, the 
Penticton Chapter of the Reg¬ 
istered Nurses’ Association of 
B.C.. the South Okanagan 
Boa id of Health and the city 
of Kelowna until proper stu¬ 
dies show there are no short 
or long-term harmful effects 
on humans. 

• The legality of the addi¬ 
tion of 2.4-D to Okanagan 
waters should be tested in the 
courts before the proposed 
program is-initiated. 

• There should be an op¬ 
portunity to use alternative 
methods of controlling the 
weed.

They say it in writing

In one of Victoria's 
schools, parental involve¬ 
ment is not only en¬ 
couraged. but parents 
must say in writing that 
they plan to contribute to 
the school's activities. 

This is South Park 
Family School. Located in 
an aging hut still-elegant 
structure built 8.'! years 
ago. the school was start¬ 
ed in response to a re¬ 
quest. from parents that 
they be allowed to play a 
greater part in their chil¬ 
dren’s education. 

The parents had l*>en 
Involved in co-operative 
pre-schools, and wanted 
to continue this arrange¬ 
ment as their children 
grew older. 

Now, parents enrolling 
their children. , in the 
schoool for the first time 
do more than iust register 
their child. They get an 
initial orientation and a 
tour of the school from an 
enrolment committee 
made up of parents, then 
talk to the classroom 
teacher, and finally talk 
with principal Pam JSen- 
ese. 

THE FINAL STEP is 

the signing of a commit¬ 
ment form, in which 
parents indicate their 
willingness to take part in 
the school’s program, ei¬ 
ther in the classroom or 
outside normal school 
hours if they cannot come 

iky 

A casual visitor to the 
school may have difficulty 
picking out the teachers 
from the other adults. Ev¬ 
eryone is addressed by 
their first name, and 
with as many as four «»r 
five adults in the 
classroom and kids work¬ 
ing all over the place, ihe 
only way to know for sure 
is to ask. 

• This very low ratio of 
adults to students makes 
possible an v extremely 
flexible program with a 
high degree of enrich¬ 
ment. and would probably 
do so even if the school 
were not located in an ed¬ 
it c a t o r ’ s paradise

across the ■ street from 
Beacon Hill Park, close to 
the shoreline of Jhe Strait 
of Juan de Fuca, within 
walking distance of the le¬ 
gislative buildings, the 
Inner Harbor, and the 
Provincial Museum. 

“There's no problem 
here if a parent wants to 
take five kids skating." 
.Mrs. Senese says. The 
schools’ schedule is flexi¬ 
ble and varied enough 
that this, an administra¬ 
tive nightmare in almost 
any other school, is done 
routinely. 

THE CLAS8ROOM is 
also flexible. Children are 
not put in grades, but 
their progress is moni¬ 
tored as they proceed 
through the textbooks at 
their own pace. To give 
them opportunities for 
emotional expression, 
every child keeps a jour¬ 
nal in which he or she 
records the events of the 
day. 

Participation in physi¬ 
cal activities is also 
stressed. “We emphasize 
balance here — good 
physical, mental, and cre¬ 
ative well-being.” Mrs. 
Senese says. 

The “report card” at 
South Park is basically a 
blank sheet of paper on 
which the teacher carries 
on a continuing written di¬ 
alogue with the parent. 

This frees the teacher 
from regular reporting 
]>eriods. but the trade-off 
is more demanding — the 
teacher cannot just “X” 
boxes any longer, but 
must know, and com¬ 
municate to the parent 
what the child is doing. 

Parents and school staff 
communicate in other 
ways: Parents’ associa¬ 
tion executive meets 
monthly t > discuss school 
activities: the parents 

Iron! each classroom 
meet frequently in “fami¬ 


ly meetings” at the home 
of parents: various com¬ 
mittees meet; the parents 
are welcome to the week¬ 
ly staff meetings on 
Thursday afternoon: and 
finally everyone, parents^ 
and staff, meet together 
as a school every other 
month. 

IT LS PROBABLY fair 
to say that the South Park 
[thilosophy -- non-compe¬ 
titive classrooms where 
children learn at their 
own pace, and are ex- 
I>osed to a wide variety of 
educational experiences 
— wnuld be an unattaina¬ 
ble dream without exten¬ 
sive parent involvement. 

The same could be said 
of another unusual school 
in the Greater Victoria 
School District. Sundance, 
the district’s “less-struc¬ 
tured” school, stresses in¬ 
dividualized programs 
which permit a child to 
proceed at his own pace 
with a maximum of in- 
riej>endence. 

Such a philosophy would 
place enormous demands 
on a normal complement 
of teachers, because to 
have any value, it must 
offer students a genuine 
range of choices and high¬ 
ly individualized instruc¬ 
tion. 1 

To make this work Sun¬ 
dance uses its parents in 
the school extensively, 
both in the classroom and 
outside it. 

The school operates 
with relatively little philo¬ 
sophical direction from 
the school board. It is the 
parents and staff who 
work together to define its 
goals, and parents are ex¬ 
pected to attend school 
and “family” meetings. 

ANOTHER BENEFIT 
of having parents in¬ 
volved in -the schools is 
better control of discipline 
problerra. 

At Arbutus Junior Higfi 


P a r e n t s , rather than 

teachers, chaperone at 
dances. According to prin¬ 
cipal Dan Horovatin, the 
school’s drinking and van- 
dadlism problem at these 
functions has dropped to 
virtually nil. 

Carol Pickup, a can¬ 
didate for school board 
last fall who is interested 
in this aspect of eduction, 
says parental involvement 
“is the only way to solve 
bullying, smoking, and 
vandalism problems.” 

“If there art problems 
at a school, you are going 
to solve them far quicker 
at that level than at the 
school board level.” 

What obstacles inhibit 
parent . involvement? 
Parental reluctance is 
One. Immigrant farftilies 
particularly are often un¬ 
comfortable when expect¬ 
ed to challenge educators, 
or to define directions for 
education in a society 
about which they are still 
learning themselves. 

Parents whose children 
are attending a neigh¬ 
borhood school rather 
than one of the alterna¬ 
tives may not realize they 
have a role to play. At 
North ridge Elementary, 
school staff have found a 
need to get out into the 
homes to get parents into 
the school. 

SOMETIMES school 
staff are unwilling to have 
parents in the classroom 
for fear that they will 
usurp the teacher’s role, 
or that they are “check¬ 
ing up on” the teacher. 

The key person in deter¬ 
mining how extensively 
parents will be involved is 
t h e school principal, 
t Greater Victoria school 
board community rela¬ 
tions dlreotor Bill Stavdal 
says. 

The principal is usually 
i n charge of com¬ 
municating with parents 
through a newsletter or 
other means and has a 
part in choosing the 
school’s staff. 

But a principal alone 
cannot bring parents into 
the school. Stavdal say>

A Vancouver management 
consultant was cast into the 
unaccustomed role Tuesday of 
having to defend a confiden¬ 
tial report in public. 

it w'as a no-holds-foarred 
session during which Gordon 
H. Newhouse answered ques¬ 
tions from members of Vic¬ 
toria city ^council on his re¬ 
cent report dealing with ad¬ 
ministrative changes at city 
hall. 

Despite assurances from 
Newhouse that “all our re¬ 
ports are confidential,” none 
of the aldermen made a mo¬ 
tion to discuss the matter be¬ 
hind closed doors. 

Questions by aldermen 
ranged all the way from w hy 
Newhouse seemed to advocate 
secret meetings to the merits 
of his recommendation that 
the city clerk’s position be 
scrapped. 

When the smoke had 
cleared, the finance commit¬ 
tee recommended that city 
council implement a number 
of ‘ major recommendations 
made by Newhouse. 

They include abolition of the 
clerk's office and merging it 
with the city manager’s of¬ 
fice. 

It was also recommended 
by the committee that the as¬ 
sistant city manager assume 
the statutory functions of the 
city clerk and that an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant be 
hired to look after the day-to- 
day operations of the clerk’s 
function. 

Although Aid. Larry Ryan 
eventually voted in favor of 
implementing the recommen¬ 
dations. he w as the strongest 
opponent during the debate. 

When details leaked out 
some time ago, Ryan called it 
a “naive report." 

H e continued Tuesday 
expressing doubts about its 
validity. The city clerk’s posi¬ 
tion, he said, was a historical 
one and he asked who was 
Newhouse to advocate its dis¬ 
mantling alter spending just a 
few weeks in city hall. 

Newhouse said his report 
had unfortunately been ac¬ 
companied by “quite a bit of 
controversy and emo¬ 
tionalism.” 

At one point. Ryan said New¬ 
house was making “charges 
and accusations” in his report 
regarding the efficiency of 
past employees at the city 
clerk's office. 

Newhouse replied he wasn’t 
making any accusations, ad¬ 
ding that the whole debate 
was becoming “a little emo¬ 
tional.” 

Ryan summed up his feel¬ 
ings on the matter by stating 
that it wasn’t in the public's 
interest to “wipe out the city 
clerk’s position.” 

Newhouse told the commit¬ 
tee that in the interest of pro¬ 
ductivity and efficiency, it 
was best to scrap the fdsition. 
He also said that it wasn’t re¬ 
ally necessary' to have a sepa¬ 
rate city clerk’s office “when 
you have a city solicitor on 
board.” 

When Newhouse was asked 
why he had hinted at "undue 
pressure by the media on 
elected officials,” he replied 
that this was a very' con¬ 
troversial question. 

There were times, he said, 
when certain matters should 
not be discussed in the pre¬ 
sence of the news media. 

But the media, he added, 
should be informed of the sub¬ 
stance of closed meetings. In¬ 
formation. he said, should be 
channelled through selective 
sources, such as the mayor, 
the city manager or the com¬ 
mittee chairman. 

He was interrupted by a re¬ 
porter who asked whether he 
was advocating "packaged 
news,” but Newhouse said 
that wasn’t his intention. 

He also levelled a broadside 
at the aldermen, saying that 
elected officials, sometimes in 
an attempt to be re-elected, 
use. terminology in debate 


that was detrimental to the 
organization, meaning c i t y 
hail and the administration. 

That got Hayes upset. He 
said it sounded to him as if 
Newhouse was trying to cur¬ 
tail the aldermen’s right to 
talk to the media. 

Speaking to reporters from 
a political point of view was 
what politics was all about, 
Hayes said. 

“Is it?” Newhouse asked. 

Aid. Murray Glazier said 
Newhouse’s views on the rela¬ 
tionship between elected of¬ 
ficials and the media were 
very interesting, but not real¬ 
istic. 

“What a consultant sees is 
one thing, but it’s different 


when you’re faced with an in¬ 
quiring reporter,” he said. 

Newhouse had one more 
complaint: “The . citizens 

haven’t been told the full 
story,” he said. 

By scrapping the city 
clerk’s position, there would 
be a cost saving of about 
515,000 to 517,000 a year, he 
said. 

If his^ recommendations 
were implemented, he said, 
the administration would be 
strengthened. 

And finally, his bill to the 
city wouldn’t be 55,000 as re¬ 
ported, but 54,400 plus ex¬ 
penses. The expenses hadn’t 
been figiired out yet, New¬ 
house said, but the total bill 

would be under 55.000.

Some 30 management per¬ 
sonnel manned long-distance, 
lines and attended to essential 
phone installation and repair 
while 750 employees stayed 
off the job. 

“I think we did all right.” 
said a B.C. Tel spokesman 
Tuesday night. "We didn’t 
have too many complaints.’’ 

“If they had a little trouble 
figuring out the switchboards 
a t first, that's under¬ 
standable.” said a union 
spokesman. "They haven’t 
had any practice since 1969.” 

The last major B.C. Tel 
strike occurred in 1969. 

Caught in Tuesday’s action 
were Victoria, the Gulf Is¬ 
lands. Saanich, Sooke and 
Port Renfrew’ exchanges. The 
strike moved here from North

Valley and w’as expected to 
switch targets again at 6 a.m.

The 10.000-member Tele¬ 
communications Workers 
Union (formerly the Federa¬ 
tion of Telephone Workers) is 
keeping a tight lid on advance 
strike plans. Union officials in 
Victoria said they weren’t told 
it was their turn until 5 a.m. 

— an hour before their action 
began. 

A confused public seemed to 
think the employees were out 
because of a lockout. But 
union officials said the signs 
carried by pickets simply 
showed they were out in sup¬ 
port of workers w’hd have 
t>een locked out at two Lower 
Mainland locations. 

The lockouts, according to 
the union, brought to a head a £ 
two-year-old fight against the 
contracting out of business. 

The issue is the switch by 


the company to Northern Te¬ 
lecom in Montreal for the pur¬ 
chase of distribution frames. 
The equipment had previously 
been manufactured in Bur¬ 
naby by Canadian Telephone 
and Supplies Ltd., a B.C. Tel 
subsidiary. 

The union, which also 
covers employees at Canadian 
Telephone and Supplies, says 
the move put an end to 14 
jobs. 

The complicated issue was 
dealt with by arbitrator R. N. 
Monroe and the problem ap¬ 
pears to lie in different in¬ 
terpretations of his findings 
t>y the union and company. 

According to B.C. Tel, the 
frames were cheaper in the 
east and it is complying with 
Monroe’s decision by buying 
them there. The union insists 
the arbitrator only meant the 
company could keep any 
equipment already bought in 
the east prior to his award of 
last Oct. 27.

Let 
Victoria have the industry so 
we can retain our semi-rural 
lifestyle. f 
“Perhaps it's time we 
stopped tninking as munici¬ 
palities ana started thinking a 
little bigger ” he said. 

Other citizens wanted to 
know’ the cost of amalgama¬ 
tion versus that of developing 
an industrial park, while 
others wondered whether Vic¬ 
toria would be prepared to 


handle all Saanich's industrial 
development. 

Howard Sturrock. president 
of the Cad boro <Bay Rate¬ 
payers' Association, told aider; 
men they were guilty of view¬ 
ing industrial development 
from a viewpoint of financial 
gain to the municipality, 
rather than considering how 
such development would af¬ 
fect citizens. 

He urged an approach he 
made to Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis (a 
former Saanich mayor) for a 


revenue-snaring formula to 
compensate for Saanich’s lack 
of industry. 

Some speakers called for 
more information from Coun¬ 
cil on monetary benefits to be 
derived oy’ the municipality 
from industrial development 
“so we can reach a decision 
ourselves on whether this 
would be a good or bad 
thing.” 

Maxwell Tracey* told council 
that amalgamation was not 
dead. “Ron McKenzie (the 
Victoria alderman involved in 


a study on possible saving to 
the four core municipalities 
by amalgamation) is alive 
and kicking. He will be ap¬ 
proaching local councils very 
soon to outline the tremen¬ 
dous benefits to be derived 
from amalgamation.” 

Tracey aLo took issue with 
those who urged a no-growth 
approach by Saanich council. 

He suggested the plan be 
revised to give full rein to 
planned growth and an end to 
the dormitory concept for the 
municipality.

The delegation pointed out 
that the sehool was more than 
just an old building.

“I don't thinly the average 
persdn has any idea what 
goes on out here," said Dorn 
Slirandi, official scorer for 
golf’s roving capitalists. 

"People see the alligator 
shoes and cashmere sweaters 
and some guy putting on tele¬ 
vision for $40,000. They don't 
see the guy throwing up bark 
there under the trees." 


Somewhat defiantly. he 
said: 

"You guys don't write about 
the heartbreak. You look at 
some of these guys, look ’em 
in the eye. You see a guy who 
just fought a championship 
fight and got the hell kicked 
out of him. 

"You see more Ijlank stares^ 
out here than you do in a box¬ 
ing ring.” 

Pressure becomes a way of 
life. The mental stress is 
enormous, for both young and 
old. and particularly so for 
the less affluent players. 

"You take a guy who wins 


$48,000, and makes the Top 00 
money winners, he’s got to be 
losing money." Mirandi said. 
Especially ii he’s got his wile 
along.

Expenses are staggering. 

’"I’ve got to make at least 
$30,000 just to break gven. and 
I'm single, ’ said Roger Mall- 
bie, a temporary front-runner 
last week at the Colonial Na¬ 
tional Invitation. 

"I believe a high roller 
could spend $50,000 easily. 


"I could probably get by a 
little cheaper hut only by 
goirw* secjntl 'rate. If -you're 
going to be a first-class 
player, you better treat your¬ 
self first class. 

"If you cat hotdogs. you 
play like a hotdog. They go 
hand in hand." 

Hen Crenshaw, the Colonial 
winner, agrees:

Former Masters champ 
Charles Goody said he spent 


$8,800 his first year on the cir¬ 
cuit in 1903. hut lie’s looking 
at roughly $40,000 now. 

"We’re playing for five 
times as much money now, 
about $10 million, but our ex¬ 
penses have also gone up that 
much," he said, 

"It's nothing to spend $200 a 
week for a liotel, $20 a day for 
meals, a $25 entry fee and a 
minimum of $200 or *o in 
caddy fees.

Now that recriminations are over and it’s possible to 
assess things with a little less emotion, it doesn’t seem at all 
out of line to suggest that while Team Canada finished fourth, 
the hastily - assembled crew which represented us in the 
world hockey championship in Vienna wound up bringing 
another reassurance that the ability is still there for Canada 
to remain the best in hockey. 

Embarrassment remains for the actions and attitudes of 
Phil RUssell and Carol Vadnais. the immature Wilf Paiemenl 
and the surprising \Y$lt McKechme - ffnd Eric Vail. They 
showed they weren’t up to handling the pressure of interna¬ 
tional hockey, or accepting the fact only their .best effort 
\v »uld do against the European challengers to the supremacy 
they still took for granted. 

That this happened shouldn’t have been any surprise. 
After all. Team Canada 1977 was drawn from the ranks of 
losers, and it had in assistant-coach Phil Esposito a fellow 
who told his teammates they were at war. It could be taken 
for granted that there would have to be a lot of personal ad¬ 
justments and that there would be some who were unwilling 
or unable to make them. But at the finish, there was evidence 
that all that our spoiled and over-paid professionals require is 
motivation. What reassures is that in all but a few there is 
still pride, the pride of a true professional as well as the 
pride of country. It showed in 1972 when Team Canada won 
the last three games in Moscow to eke out a series victory 
over the Russians in our cjuntry’s most-qjpiotional moment, 
and it showed again in Vienna. 

Quite unimpressive in pre-tournament exhibition games, 
the ill-prepared Canadian team got away to a woeful start, 
looking bad in a scramblv decision over the U.S. before los¬ 
ing to Sweden and then laking that numbing ll-l setback 
from Russia. 

That was the low point of Canadian hockey history, and 
Canadians, whose biggest hangup is their hockey image, 
responded as expected with burning, nation-wide criticism. It 
must have been easy for highly-paid performers coming off 
long arid disappointing seasons, and asked to reach down lor 
a little extra without a chance to peeftare properly, to think 
about chucking it right there. Some undoubtedly harbored the 
thought, but pride took over and Team Canada 1977 started 
on the way back by playing to a 3-3 tie with Czechoslovakia in 
a game ,the world champions would have lost but for tlie fail¬ 
ure of a referee to call a glaring offside which resulted in the 
3-3 goal. 

Only a second bad show- against Russia prevented a 
complete turnaround by Team Canada. After an excellent 
start had brought hope of evening the score. Vail, who drew 
only 22 penalty minutes in 78 NHL games this season, failed 
to control himself when he was banged into the boards and 
drew a match penalty for using his stick in retaliation. Rus¬ 
sia scored twice in the 10 minutes Canada played shorthand¬ 
ed. and while it was 8-1 at the finish, once more the pettiness 
of the Canadians caused a bigger loss of face than the margin 
of defeat. But iusl when d seemed first impressions had been 
right. Team Canada linished off with an 8-2 trouncing of 
Czechoslovakia. 

★ ★ ★ 

The win over the world champions meant that Team 
Canada had linished fastest of all It was 5-1-1. and should 
have been 6-1. in its last seven games. It may have escaped a 
lot of watchers that the point lost because of the missed off¬ 
side would have created a four-team point tie. and that if 
Canada had managed one win over Russia it would have won 
the gold medal. 

That’s not at all bad for a team put together only about 
two weeks before play started in the world championship, 
and one which didn’t include more than five or six players 
who would have been seriously considered if Team Canada 
selectors could have made their choice from all professional 
clubs and not just those not good enough to be in the playoff 
quarter-finals. 

In view' of what happened it Is certainly reasonable tn 
believe that having a defence which included Larry Robinson. 
Guy Lapointe, Serge Savard, Denis Potvin and Brad Park 
would have been enough for Team Canada to have taken It 
all even without being able to pick forwaods from a list 
including Guy Lafleur. Darryl SMtler. Lanny McDonald. 
Sieve Shutt. Jacques Lemaipe, Marcel Dionne. Rick Ylac- 
I.eish. GiLPerreault, Bobby Clarke. Rick Martin and a 
number of others who rale. Or having Gerry Cheevers, Ken 
Dryderf and Rogation Vachon available for goal. 

Team Canada didn’t win, but it missed a medal by a 
point and the championship by a victory, and I have to 
believe that’s closer than any other country would have come 
with a national side which didn’t include a single player 
from it eight top teams. 

★ ★ ★ 

And that includes Russia, which came to the Viehna tour- 
,nament with what was widely believed to he its best-ever 
team and ended up as the most disappointed of all. 

It had been reported that the Russians, thinking the 
world championship of greater importance, had played pos¬ 
sum in the Canada Cup series last year by not using some of 
their better players. It was a plausible thoughl. and it 
seemed proven when the Russians got off to a great start in 
Vienna. 

Great? II was so Impressive that even veteran Canadian 
Inx'key reporters went completely overboard and are now 
hoping that few will remember what they wrote during the 
lime the Russians ran up six straight victories, including 
routs of Czechoslovakia <6Mi as well as Canada, and outs- 
••ored their opponents 64-11 

‘ Against the opjMisition they're meeting here." was one 
■ typical comment about the Russians.” they look like Mu¬ 
hammad Ali fighting a slow welterweight. The greatest 
danger they face is riding the bus from v their, hotel fa the. 
arena. If thus Russian powerhouse “loses between now and 
the tournament’s May 8 windup. Bunny Ahearne ought to 
•■nine out of retirement and. investigate the whole thing. 
There’d lie something funny going on." 

Ahearne. presumably, has been busy doing some sleuth 
ing. for lose the Russians did three times in their last four 
games, a collapse interrupted only by that second win over 
Canada in a game turned by Vail’s lack of control. 

The sag started when Sweden, chished 7-4) by Canada a 
couple of days later, handed Ihe Soviet team a 5-1 pasting. 
Then Czechoslovakia squeezed by the favorites 4r3. and in thr 
tournament’s last game, after Canada had rapped Czechoslo¬ 
vakia 8-2 to give the Russians a chance at the championship 
they failed again against Sweden, this time by 3-1. 

Who can tell what happened. Perhaps tlie Russians had 
'trained too hard and became stale while may ing 10 games in 
<N£4ays. perhaps they pointed for the games against Canada 
and couldn’t gel up for their last gan/es against the other 
contenders. Whatever it was. there is more cause for worry 
ind recrimination in Russia tlvyi in Canada. The Russians 
planned carefully for tlie first w’orld hockey championship 
which allowed professional teams, but their well-prepared na¬ 
tionals. faltered at the finish. Team Canada, on the other 
hand, was a sort of haphazard collection of hockey talent 
given practical^ no time to prepare And while it didn't 
always make us feel proud, it wn« coming on at .the finiih 
and it did as well as could have red onablv been expected

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Victoria Fish and Game Onto conservationist and envi¬ 
ronmentalist Howard English has issued a challenge to other 
B.C. communities to follow the lead set by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area in rehabilitation of salmon streams like the Gold^ 
stream, Demamiel Creek and the Leech River. 

He made the challenge during his conservation report to 
the B.C. Wildlife Federation convention in Williams Lake. 

English told the convention there are 33 major coho 
production projects now planned for the Salmonid Enhance¬ 
ment Program, of which 20 are capital intensive large proj¬ 
ects for more than 100,000 fish each. 

“These facilities can produce more than 3 1 /* million of the 
four million in cocho production planned.” said English. 

He said a rough estimate is these facilities may enhance 
the production of possibly 70 streams. 

“But there are coho spawning in about 970 of the 1.600 
accessible streams in British Columbia,” English noted. 

“What about the rehabilitation requirements and the po¬ 
tential at the other 900 streams and the people dependant on 
their production?” he asked. 

“It appears clear that in addtion to large capital inten¬ 
sive projects, more emphasis is needed on techniques and 
projects suitable for more widespread implementation, in 
order to strengthen the diversity of stocks and give a sound 
balance and direction to the program and to receive peoples’ 
confidence and strong support,” he said. 

He outlined the work done by lower Island conserva¬ 
tionists and then issued his challenge: “It your community a 
part of the solution to environmental stress?” 

The Golds team and Demamiel Creek projects could be 
used as models for adaption of specific projects on coho 
producing streams in every comer of British Columbia, 
through volunteer labor aided by minimal government fund¬ 
ing and technical advice. 

“The evidence to date at Goldstream and Demamiel 
Creeks indicates that fish production in suitable small 
streams can be increased significantly at low cost by volun¬ 
teers with government assistance.” English said. 

He told how fry feeding by volunteers on the Goldstream 
an£ Demaniel in May through October, three to six evenings 
a week, has nearly doubled the coho spawners returning per 
1,000 fall fry. 

Fall fry production on the Goldstream has more than 
doubled With the use of an incubation box and a rehabilitated 
old side channel, with flow control for spawning and clean 
gravel provided, English laid. 

He said fry transplants above the falls of the Sooke River 
— from incubation boxes on Maryvine Creek — will provide 
up to an additional 10 miles of rearing water for try. 

Water stargae over a 35-acre field is filled and will 
increase marginal rearing low summer flows in two and a 
half miles of upper Demaniel Creek, for up to 100.000 coho 
fry. he said. The water storage was obtained by a dam built 
by Sooke community volunteers, with government assistance. 
★ ★ ★ 

English made a strong appeal for curtailment of com¬ 
mercial fishing pressure on Strait of Georgia coho and 
chinook stocks by natters and trailers, both within the strait 
area and as the fish migrate through Juan de Fuca Strait. 

He charged that correlations presented to federal fish- 
, erles “clearly indicate a decline in resident summer coho 
spawners in the southern Strait of Georgia waters, that in¬ 
versely correlates with commercial net catches in Area 20.” 

“When catches increase the spawning escapements of 
coho In Area 28,17.19 and 29 decrease.” he said. 

“Goldstream, which is an indicator stream for this Strait 
of Georgia stock, formerly had escapments well above 1000 
coho spawners in good years. There were only 107 coho 
•pawners in the Goldstream in 1976,” he said. 

He noted, “federal fisheries now’ appears to agree that 
resident type of coho and chinook stocks originating in the 
Strait of Georgia rivers are being over harvested.” 

He gave his support to the proposed two licence system 
for commercial trailers to reduce pressure on these stocks. 
Hie trailers would be required to elect to fish off the west 
coast or inside in the Strait of Georgia — not in both areas. 

He said trailers would support this measure if dual troll 
and gillnet gear is also prevented from fishing inside. 

He also called for elimination of all netting in Areas 17 
and 18 — the nursery areas and where coho and chinook 
fpawners hold in the southern Strait of Georgia. 

He called for these measures “to assist in the rehabili¬ 
tation of these unenhanced stocks (of coho and chinooks) 
which are being destroyed by the netting pressure on en¬ 
hanced sockeye and pinks.”

Tobin to conserve his great 
burst of speed and file colt 
settled down for a leisurely 
1:41 4-5 time in a mile work¬ 
out last Saturday. It was one 
time a trainer was extremely 
pleased to see a slow workout. 

Golden Chance Farm’s Run 
Dusty Run ha£ won eight of 
his 15 races, finishing second 
irt the rest, so he should be in 
position to capitalize on the 
slightest mistake by Seattle 
Slew. 

As for the Belmont. Seattle 
Slew’s critics were en¬ 
couraged by the fact Run 
Dusty Run closed to within 
one and three-quarter lengths 
at the finish of the Kentucky 
Derby and third^place finisher 
Sanhedrin also was less than 
two lengths behind. 

However, by winning the 
Preakness, Seattle Slew would 
discourage Cormorant and J. 
O. Tobin from tackling him 
again in the Belmont and the 
race would be left without 
anyone to challenge Seattle 
, Slew in the early going, allow¬ 
ing him to draw off to a com¬ 
fortable lead.

of speed, to a tense, restricted 
economy run. 

And even though tremen¬ 
dous .fields are assembled, 
and every detail is attended 
to, the race has been less than 
satisfying the last four years. 
It’s been rained out before 
completion three of the lour 
races. 

In the future, it’s already 
known that superintendent 
Clarence Cagle, the hard¬ 
working, ingenious man be¬ 
ll lnd the scenes who really 
does make the 500 happen, is 
retiring after this race. 

Just who will replace him, 
working 18-to 20-hour days 
keeping the facility up, mak¬ 
ing improvements, refining 
traffic flow, etc., isn’t known. 
There are some people who 
can take over the job, but 
*• replace Cagle, no. 

The number of openings in 
positions that have for the 
most part beef? held by the 
same men since Hulman took 
over in 1946 has created a 
brutal’power struggle among 
newcomers and men who 
have been anonymous un¬ 
derlings for years. 

Hulman, 76 and not in the 
best of health, isn’t up to 
keeping the situation under 
control. 

"There are people prepared 
to take over these positions, 
although from the outside it 
appears there is no one," said 


one person familiar with the 
situation. "The question Is, 
how will these people 
operate? 

"Will they be willing to 
operate the speedway the 
same way Tony Hulman and 
his people have? Will they 
plow all the profits back into 
the track for continuing Im¬ 
provements? 

"Will they be willing to j 
work long hours keeping this 
dream a reality? Or will they 
tiy to make themselves rich? 

It can be done, because the 
track takes in many millions 
of dollars in May. 

"But rm fairly certain that 
that sort of management 
would soon destroy the event. 
Unless the right people take 
over when the time comes, 
you might see condominiums 
around a golf course 10 years 
from now on the ground 
where the speedway now 
stands." 

When Hulman, a multi¬ 
millionaire, bought the track 
in 1946, It was almost beyond, 
repair from years of neglect 
during the Second World War. 
But with the energy of men 
like Cagle and the manage¬ 
ment skills of Qoutier, and 
others, it all grew to the 
greatest spectacle in racing, 
■sports’ largest payoff £50,000 
or more to the winner, and an 
extravaganza larger than, any 
other professional spotting 
event in the world. 

It was a young, visionary 
group back then. They’ve be¬ 
come old together over the 
years.

NEW YORK (UPD A 
.Connecticut man who claims 
to be the son of former heavy¬ 
weight champion Jack Demp¬ 
sey filed a $300,000 libel suit 
Tuesday against Dempsey for 
denying in his autobiography 
that he ever had a son. 

The suit \yas filed in Man¬ 
hattan supreme court by Jack 
Hayes, of North Brawford. 
Conn., and names as defend¬ 
ants Dempsey, his stej>- 
daughter Rarbara Piatelli 
Dempsey, who helped write 
the book Dempsey, and 
Harper and Row Publishers 
Inc. 

In his suit. Hayes charged 
Dempseys book contained 
“false, libelous and defamato¬ 
ry matter” in its denial that 
Dempsey ever fathered a son. 

Dempsey wrote in the book 
that he had two daughters by 
wife Hannah, and that 
through the years, at least 20 
young men presented them¬ 
selves to him “as my long lost 
sons. Unfortunately or for¬ 
tunately I had no son and that 
was that.” 

Hayes said he was bom on 
June 27, 1925, in Oakland. 


■ Iowa, the son of the fighter 
and Minnie Hayes Eaton. 

The suit charged malice in 
that the defendants knew the 
denial was libelous and false 
and that they “failed to take 
the proper steps to ascertain 
whether the matter was true 
or false but instead published 
same with reckless disregard 
of whether it was true or 
not.” 


Hayes said he wrote a book 
on his own life together with 
biolgraphical material con¬ 
cerning his father,, but said he 
had been unable to publish 
because oflhe allegedly false 
material contained in Demp¬ 
sey. • 

The suit charged Hayes has 
been “greatly damaged in his 
good name, reimtation and 
business.”

Carl Berger of the University 
ot Toronto history department 
is English non-fiction laureate 
foe The Writing of Canadian 
History, a survey of historical 
writing in Canada.

Although admitting strange 
things dfft Occur at times, he 
said there was only about a 
“one in a million chance” 
that what bus driver Pat 
Lindquist and four passenger* 
saw on Highway 7 was a gen¬ 
uine Sasquatch. 

.Jack Lay, whom Robinson 
xfescribed as the best animal 
palrol officer in B.C., was 
even more skeptical. 

“It’s just a hoax, as far as 
I’m concerned.” he said in an 
interview from Abbotsiord. 
"It's man-made.” 

I .ay has been an animal pa¬ 
trol officer for the branch for 
more than 22 years, and his 
territory extends trom Boston 
Bar. in the Fraser Canyon, 
to P.nvell River on the coast. 

Robinson said the branch 
had no plans to track down 
the beast to determine if it 
wan real or a hoax. 

He said the branch did not 


normally track down animate 
unless they had been proven 
dangerous. 

Lay. who has tracked in the 
area of the sighting for the 
past 25 years, said he would 
need a lot more evidence be¬ 


fore beginning a concentrated 
search. 

For example, he said, he 
would have to see where the 
Sasquatch had been feeding

Talents must abound 
to master engraving 


Not too many people would 
want to take up Dick Carpen¬ 
ter’s hobby. It is very time- 
consuming. requires perfect 
touch, demands excellent eye¬ 
sight. steady nerves and an 
abundance of patience'. 

Above these requirements, 
one must have a natural artis¬ 
tic ability and a creative in¬ 
stinct. Carpenter puts all of 
these talents to work when he 
engraves pictures of palm 
trees, parrots and bighorn 
sheep. 

“Hand engraving has been 
done the same way for 
hundreds of years. But now 
it’s a dying art. 

“Stores are using machine 
engraving because hand en¬ 
graving is time-consuming 
and time is money,” said the 
former jewelry engraver. 

But when it comes to his 


hobby. Carpenter labors by 
hand. One of his works took 
him over 60 hours to engrave. 
It is a palm tree, engraved on 
blue anodized aluminum and 
bordered by a three-toned 
paper mat. Behind the palm 
trees are sailboats in a la¬ 
goon. 

The palm tree design came 
out of a book he found at the 
library. Artist John Camett 
drew the palm tree and sail¬ 
boats on a piece of graph 
paper and Carpenter en¬ 
graved the work B.OOOths of an 
inch deep, using a graver 
hand tool. 

The clouds and sails on the 
ships were honed down with a 
stone to give contrast. 

Another engraved picture 
features a parrot, which Car- 
I*enter found in another public 


library book. He fashioned the 
bird in silver on a copper 
background — a process that 
took over 40 hours. 

To prevent against oxida¬ 
tion the artwork was lac¬ 
quered. A walnut frame ac¬ 
centuates the beauty of the 
copper. 

One of Carpenter’s favorites 
is the bighorn sheep engrav¬ 
ing he made from a Canadian 
artist’s f>en and ink drawing 
It took him 50 hours to en¬ 
grave the sheep on black ano¬ 
dized aluminum. To obtain a 
pattern, the etching was done 
just deep enought to eat 
through the black. 

A graduate of the Kansas 
City’ School of Watchmaking. 
Carjienter was head engraver 
for a large jewelry store for 
15 years. 


WATERDOWN. Ont. (CP) 
— Fred Guenther’s hobby 
might be mushrooming into a 
new Canadian art form. 

After his wife, Lois, bought 
a couple of ceramic 
mushrooms,. Fred carved a 
mushroom out of wood and 
since then has spent every 
spare moment in his wooden 
mushroom patch. He carves 
his artwork out erf pine, black 
cherry, choke cherry, willow, 
cedar, plum and walnut. 

He has made about 100 
mushroom dusters — all 
carvings of edible 
mushrooms. There are no des¬ 
troying angels or stinkhoms 
for Fungus Fred, a nickname 
given to him by a friend who 
thinks he has gone mushy 
. over mushrooms. 

Fred sells his wooden 
mushrooms for between 511 
and 545 and every pfece is 
signed “Fred Guenther. Wa- 
terdown.” 


He carves each stem indi¬ 
vidually, shaping it along the 
line of an interesting wood 
grain, using an assortment of 
chisels, gauges and grinding 
tools. The caps are fashioned 
from another type of wood. 

In his more realistic-looking 
mushrooms the detail is pre¬ 
cise, even to the gills on the 
underside of the caps and the 
bug bites on the surfaces. 

Then caps and stems are 
glued together and several 
are implanted in rough hewn 

bases. 

“Take these out to a pine 
woods, throw some needles 
over them and somebody 
would come along and pick 
them,” he says. 

Other mushrooms are more 
impressionistic, sleek and 
swirling creations that show 
an unusual conformation of 
grain. 

Guenther also is involved in

Too much coffee, bed kid¬ 
neys, the superohargers on 
the 350-hprsepower engine 
roaring in your ears as you 
wind through 13 gears, plenty 
of friendly ladies, good bud¬ 
dies. money and freedom. 

Driving the lfPwheel trac¬ 
tor-trailer rigs along the na¬ 
tion’s highways is all of those 
things to the men who earn 
their living as truckers. 

Some of them can’t take 
being away from their fami¬ 
lies for a month at a time on 
a coast-to-coast run: others 
can’t stand being home too 
long. 

The food is the same from 
coast to coast in the chain 
restaurants, but there are 
side benefits. 

“At some truck stops, girls 
knock on your door at night, 
and ask if you want to party,” 
said one trucker. 

“There’s always ladies,” 
said another. 

But mostly, when truckers 
pull into a stop, they talk 
about trucks and women. 

“The tplk is 90 per cent 
trucks and 10 per cent 
women.” said Gary Costin, 26, 
of Los Alamitos, CaliL 

Drinking coffee with his pie. 
Costin said he’s been wheeling 
the big rigs for three years 
now. And he likes it. He used 
to drive coast to coast, but it 
cost him a marriage. 

“She didn't like trucking. 
Thought it would get me 
killed,” he said. “Marry 
again? I hof>e not.” 

Another coristanl companion 
of truckers is pain in the 
kidneys. “My kidneys hurt 
right now.’’ Costin said. T 
had to quit a job once because 
the truck was so bad it hurt' 
me to drive. 

“I like my truck now. but 
It’s rough riding, and my kid¬ 
neys hurt. Truckers tend to 
have back troubles, and then 
their stomachs go out, eating 
all that junk food.” 

But he knows of another 
trucker who loves the road 
and is never home. He’s the 
father of the girl Cbstin is dat¬ 
ing. He’s been taking her out 
for four months. 

“I’ve never seen him. He's 
'always g<»ne. He's been driv¬ 
ing for 25 to 30 years, and 
must know every highway in 
the nation. He must he 
crazy.” 

Wally Olson' talked alftui 
trucking. Long-haul trucking. 
Coast to coast. 

Olson. 51. short and stubby, 
from Janesville. Wis., was 
heading for St. Paul and 
points Midwest. 

He’s been driving all over 
the country steady now for L5 
years. He’s divorced. 

“Sometimes I'm gone lor a 
month: sometimes lor four 
months. I like it. Trucks are 
getting better all the time 
and more exjrensive. I own 
my own rig and lease to a 
moving company. I move fur¬ 
niture frV>m city to cifv 

“It’s hard work, hut I’d go 
nuts if I had to punch a time 
clock. I did it for 10 years, 
and hated every minute of it. 
Sure. I had bad kidney> when 
I started out. hut I’m 0K now. 
But I've .got to watch my 


blood pressure. Lotsa 
truckers have the same prob¬ 
lem. I don't know why. 

“Trucks are so much better 
nowv I can drive farther in a 
truck without getting tired 
than I can in a car. 

“I like the freedom, and the 
money is good. I can’t say 
how much I make — that’s up 
to my tax man. I haven’t seen 
a tax return in four years. 

Olson likes tlie Chicago- 
West Coast run because the 
tariff is high. 

If truck driving isn’t fun, 
it’s hell on wheels, says Don 
Perkins, an instructor for a 
school that teaches people 
how to drive the big rigs. The

You can hatch an egg crate

How many, times have you 
laid to yourself, “I wish I had 
a place to put this fern, or 
those books or that great an¬ 
tique bowl I discovered in the 
country thrift shop?” 

Now the new Iron baker’* 
racks and etageres so popular 
today are one solution to this 
space shortage. But they can 
be expensive and if your 
rooms are extensively fur¬ 
nished you might have a 
tough time squeezing them in. 

A., far more practical an¬ 
swer is what I call the egg 
crate. 


All you need is some 
a saw, a chisel, a few brack¬ 
ets, nails and screws. 

To start you buy four pieces 
of four-feet-long, lx£-inch 
boards of clear pine, if you 
plan to paint your egg crate, 
or the same length of ash or 
walnut if you want to stain it. 
Then buy five pieces of three- 
foot-long, 1x6-inch boards. 

Prop up the longer boards 
on end and measure and 
mark where the three-footer* 
will cross. 

Make cuts halfway down 
the depth of the three-foot 
boards at each cross point. 
When you lightly tap the sawn 


board, the excess wood that 
falls out will leave a notch 
three-quarters of an inch 
wide. Repeat all cross marks. 

Once all the three-foot 
boards are notched out, you 
assemble the boards in what 
look* like a tick-tack-toe grid. 
Then you tack-nail wherever 
a three-foot shelf board 
crosses a four-foot upright 
board. 

Final step Is to hang it. 
That’s easy. Simply put four 
small angle brackets into the 
wall at the top and bottom of 
your window, lift the egg 
crate up and secure it into 
place with screw*.

Lamb’s shoulder is slow saver 


Somebody. I think it was 
me, once said that if you want 
to save money on beef you 
should get to know Chuck. 
TTie same is true of lamb. On 
lamb, the shoulder is not 
called chuck, it is called, in' 
stead, simply shoulder, but it 
has the same bone structure 
and money-saving potential as 
the beef chuck shoulder. 

Like the beef chuck, the 
shoulder of lamb tends, in 
most markets, to be a slow 
mover. The legs and loins and 
riba of the lamb almost sell 
themselves, but the shoulders 
have to be pushed, they have 
to be merchandised* in order 
to keep up with the rest of the 
carcass. 

For that reason, you find 
shoulder of lamb in different 
forms in the meatcase of a 
modem supermarket. You 



will find shoulder chops in tha 
lamb chop section selling for 
just a little less than the loin. 
You’ll find boneless rolled 
shoulder roasts right next to 
the legs of lamb and selling 
for just a bit less than those. 
You will probably find what 
is called a pre-carved shoul¬ 
der, a whole section of the 
shoulder cut into chops and 
then tied back together to 
make it easy to carve — just 
cut the string — roast 
What you will probably not 


find is the best lamb shoulder 
buy there is, a whole square- 
cut shoulder. These are sel- 
cut shoulder. These are sel¬ 
dom put in the meatcase any 
more because nobody seems 
to know what to do with 
them; but they are available, 
just ring the bell and ask. The 
butcher will very likely be de¬ 
lighted to sell you one at a 
good price; it’s a chance to 
move a whole shoulder with¬ 
out much wnork on his part. If

CALORIE CONSCIOUS COOKING 


Aside from being frequently 
fattening, what do Italian, 
Greek and Mexican food have 
in common? The answer is 
oregano . . . that fragrant fla- 
\or-adder that’s a favorite in 
all three cuisines, particularly 
when paired with tomato. 

Although its flavor is dis¬ 
tinct. oregano is actually re¬ 
lated to mint and marjoram. 
Like all herbs, it’s a weight- 
watcher’s bargain, adding lots 
of flavor but no calories to 
speak of. 

And speaking of calories, 
there’s no need for Italian, 
Greek or Mexican fare to be 
fattening. It’s the sauces and 
seasonings — the tomatoes, 
garlic, onions, spices and 
herbs — that give these 
foreign inspirations their dis¬ 
tinctive flavor, not fat or oil. 

Today we feature two ore¬ 
gano-flavored dishes that 
switch national allegiance 
easily, simply with a few sub¬ 
tle shifts in seasonings. All 
are made with lean ingre¬ 
dients. no fat added, so all are 
calorie-wise. If you like one, 
you’ll like all six variations: 

HAMLRGER 
SKTLLET OR EGAN ATO 

1 pound lean beef round, 
trimmed of fat and ground 

2 cups plain tomato juice 

2 tablespoons chianti or any 

dry red wine 

1 large onion, sliced 

2 medium zucchini, thinly 

sliced 

2 stalks celery, thinly sliced 
1 teaspoon dried oregano 
One-half teaspoon fennel 

seeds 

One-half teaspoon mixed 

poultry seasoning 


Garlic salt and pepper to 
taste 

2 tablespoons grated sharp 
Romano cheese 
Spray a large nonstick skil¬ 
let or electric fry pan with 
cooking spray for no-fat fry¬ 
ing. Flatten the ground meat 
in the skillet over high heat. 
When underside is brown, 
break meat up into chunks 
and turn it over. Corttinue to 
cook until chunks are well- 
browned. (Drain off any fat 
carefully.) 

Add remaining ingredients 
except cheese. Cover and 
cook five minutes. Uncover 
and continue to cook until all 
liquid has evaporated into a 
thick tomato sauce. Sprinkle 
on cheese and serve straight 
from the skillet. Serves four, 
about 220 calories each. 

MEXICAN CHICKEN WITH 
RICE — Use \inegar in place 
of wine. 1 teaspoon (or morel 
chili powder in place of 
poultry seasoning, diced and 
seeded bell pepper in place 
of celery, extra-sharp cheddar 
(or diet American) cheese in¬ 
stead of Romano. Serve with 
cooked rice instead of spa¬ 
ghetti. 

GREEK CHICKEN AND 
MACARONI - Use lemon 
juice in place of wine. Substa¬ 
tute one-half teaspoon cinna¬ 
mon and one-half teaspoon 
nutmeg instead of poultry 
seasoning. Serve on top of 
tender-cooked macaroni and 
top with diced feta cheese 
instead of Romano. 

MEXICAN STYTJE — Use 
seasoned Bloody Mary tomato 
iuice or add tabasco to taste. 
Substitute vinegar for wine, 
cumin seeds for fennel, extra¬ 


sharp cheddar for Romano 
cheese. (Use diced bell pepper 
in place of zucchini, if you 
like.) 

GREEK STYLE — Substi¬ 
tute lemon iuice for wine. In 
place of fennel seeds, use 
one-half teaspoon . cinnamon 
and one-half teaspoon nut¬ 
meg. For a more authentic 
dish, use ground lamb in 
place of beef, diced feta 
cheese in place of Romano, 
I>eeled and finely diced egg¬ 
plant instead of zucchini. 
ITALIAN CHICKEN THIGHS 
8 chicken thighs 

WITH SPAGHETTI 
6 ounce can tomato paste 
10 and one-half ounce can fat- 
skimmed chicken broth 
2 tablespoons dry red w ine 
2 large onions, chopped 

1 clove garlic, minced 

2 stalks celery, diced 

1 teaspoon dried oregano 
One-half teaspoon mixed 
poultry seasoning 
1 ounce shredded part-skim 
mozzarella cheese 

3 cups tender - cooked spag¬ 
hetti 

Brown the chicken thigh* 
under the broiler until crisp 
and well rendered of fat. 
Combe thighs with tomato 
paste, broth, wine, oraont, 
garlic, celery, oregano and 
poultry seasoning in a cover¬ 
ed skillet or saucepan. Cover 
and simmer until chicken and 
vegetables are tender, about 
25 minutes. Uncover and con¬ 
tinue to simmer until sauce 
is thick. Meanwhile, prepare 
spaghetti. To serve, spoon 
sauce and chicken over spa¬ 
ghetti and sprinkle with 
cheese. Serves four, 375 calo¬ 
ries each. 
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you are going to save any 
money, the work part is your 
part 

THere Is very little you can 
do with a whole square-cut 
shoulder of lamb with the 
bone in it. But with the bone 
removed, it becomes a gold 
mine of elegant eating at 
a real bargain price. 

Boning a shoulder of lamb 
Is not the impossible task it 
may seem to be, particularly 
for anyone who has been 
practising what is preached 
herein for any length of time. 
If you have kept your boning 
knife sharp, cut up- a chicken 
or two from time to time and 
perhaps tried your hand at 
taking a chuck roast apart to 
find the steak; then you're 
ready to tackle a shoulder of 
lamb. And the goodies you 
can get out of one will make 
the learning more than worth¬ 
while. 

Be sure to get the whole 
square-cut shoulder with all of 
the round bone chops on one 
side and blade chops on the 
other. When you get it home 
trim any ragged edges off the 
under side, then bone it out. 
Start by running the blade of 
your knife under the rib bones 
and cut along the under side 
of the ribs to loosen the meat 
from the bone. As you free 
the rib bones, pull upwards, 
using them as a handle, 
while you trim down to loo¬ 
sen the meat around the neck 
portion' until you can lift the 
whole bone section off. Don’t 
worry about leaving a little 
meat on the bones, they go 
into the stock pot for a good 
pot of soup and a bit of meat 
on the bones means a bit of 
meat in the soup. 


Next find the long thin 
Hade bone exposed at one end 
of the shoulder. Cut along the 
top of that blade bone to loo¬ 
sen the meat on top of it and 
expose the shape of the entire 
shoulder blade hidden in the 
meat, and the joint where it is 
attached to the arm bone. Cut 
through the joint and loosen 
the meat from around the 
small end of the blade bone, 
then take a good hold and 
pull, the whole blade bone will 
pop out. 

-All that remains is to cut 
around the arm bone and re¬ 
move that and you've done 
it! You’ve honed a shoulder of 
lamb. What you can do with 
the boneless meat is limited 
by little but your imagination. 
You can roll and tie a whole 
shoulder into a beautiful and 
easy-to-carve roast. You can 
cut it up in cubes for stew- or 
kabobs. You can make ele¬ 
gant Saratoga chops out of 
the most tender eye muscle 
and roll the rest for a roast or 
use it for kabobs. 

Saratoga chops are made 
by removing the rib eye 
muscle along with the flap of 
meat right under the ribs 
from the rest of the shoulder, 
by cutting along the natural 
seam that separates the mus¬ 
cles. Start where you re¬ 
moved the blade bone and 
using the flap as a handle 
follow the seam and lilt off 
the eye muscle. Roll the meat 
up with tiie flap meat 
wrapped around the eye, se¬ 
cure it with toothpicks at one 
inch intervals. Then cut be¬ 
tween the toothpicks to make 
some of the tastiest and least 
expensive elegant lamb chops 
you’ve ever enjoyed.

The day of the * auditions 
the air ranfe with so many de¬ 
termined slaps it sounded like 
high season in a mosquito 
swamp. As Prince Paul, the 
child-high elder statesman of 
Ringling Bros, clowns, puts 
it- 'Clowning Is no “joking 
matter.” 

It was a serious business 
for the 45 who waited to be 
chosen from among 5,000 ap¬ 
plicants nation-wide for Clown 
College. They listened tensely 
to a briefing from the col¬ 
lege's administrator Ron Se- 
verini. dressed in outsize 
baggy blue pants, floppy size 
14 shoes, voluminous red and 
white gingham jacket. Rag¬ 
gedy Andy hair, red bowler, 
giant flowered tie, mustard 
shirt, and over it all, white- 
face makeup. 

Severini left Irvingyon, New 
Jersey, seven years ago 
to try out for Clown College 
in Madison Square Garden 
and went on to become boss 
clown. He and his wife. 


Sandy, another clown, eventu¬ 
ally became allege n>-ad- 
ministrators. 

Send in the clowns.” says 
Stefihen Sondheim in his hit 
song. Bui who are the clowns 
who want to be' sent in? They 
are jreople like Mobius Moon- 
ie, a young woman with 
brown hair worn in a braid 
down her back who has just 
obtained a divorce and wants 
to start a new life. 

‘ I’ve wanted to be a clown 
since I was 15.” she confides, 
staring down at her rainbow- 
striptd knee sox and pink bal¬ 
let slippers. Above, them, 
rolled up green pants, a tie- 
die T-shirt ami a mobile face 
that has worn clown white 
face makeup since she began 
free-lancing as a clown at 
birthday parties and picnic* 
in her native Arlington, Vir¬ 
ginia. a few' years ago. 

Next to her sit* a chum, 
brunette Marsha Gallagher, 
also of Arlington, who is not 
trying out this time but who 
wants to-be a down because 
"I don’t want to sit around an 
office typing and filing and 
answering phones I want to 
entertain.” 

Another clown hopeful, John 
Pauker, is a white-haired man 
in a peaked cap. a self-styled 
‘‘poet, propagandist, patron of 
the arts” as his calling card 
announces, a retired U.S. In¬ 
formation Agency officer who 
edits > three small literary 
magazines, dabble* in the 
theatre, has his own radio 
program, and would tos* it all 
away for a life of a down. 

One of the most typical ap¬ 
plicants in that he’s young, 
with a smattering of college 
and some theatrical experi¬ 
ence. is Barry Berman.

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Murder pair 6 sticking awfully close ’ to stolen cash 


INDIANAPOLIS (DPI) - 
The last two fugitives in the 
multi million-dollar burglary- 
murder of grocery heiress 
Marjorie Jaokson apparently 
are “sticking awfully close to 
the money,’’ authorities said 
Monday. 


North Carolina, bought two 
new cars in the week before 
the couple left. 

“They were used to living 
on nothing and I guess 
they’ve gone back to living on 
nothing,” Marion County Po¬ 
lice Lt. Robert Kirkman said. 


“They had less than $150 in 
their checking account until 
they deposited $14,000 in it — 
all new bills taken in the bur¬ 
glary.” 

Police believe the couple 
took $3 million with them in 
fresh $100 bills. 


"Apparently, they are stick¬ 
ing awfully olose to the 
money and not spending it 
like they did before they took 
off,” Kirkman said. “So far, 
we’ve had no reports of any of 
it turning UBt" 


“We had Willard’s name in 
reference to the $300,000 bur¬ 
glary at Mrs. Jackson’s place 
last May,” he said, referring 
to one of several burglaries 
the widow of the former pres¬ 
ident of Standard Food Stores 
did not report. 


“He was involved in it, but 
he was not a participant.” 

Police allege Willard mas¬ 
terminded a series of burgla¬ 
ries at the Jackson estate, 
ending with the recluse’s 
shooting death May 5. 

More than $1.6 million was 


recovered last week when 
three other suspects were 
taken. 

Mrs. Jackson was a recluse 
who sometimes wrapped gifts 
and baked cakes for God or 
Jesus Christ. After a former 
bank official embezzled 


$700,000 from her trust ac¬ 
count last year, police said, 
she withdrew $9 million from 
the bank during the last five 
months, -carrying it home in a 
suitcase. 

Police found $5 million ln^ 
her house.

SALT LAKE CITY. Utah 
(AP) — A Mormon dissident 
has filed a federal court suit 
against government and 
church officials, alleging that 
the church practises racial 
and sexual discrimination on 
land obtained from the gov¬ 
ernment at a reduced rate. 

The suit says the church 
should give up land received 
at half price from the Bureau 
of Land Management for con¬ 
struction of a meeting house 
in San Juan County. 

It notes the church denies 
priesthood to blacks and 
women. The priesthood Is a 
series of lay offices held by 
male members of all racial 
origins except black. No rea¬ 
son is given by the church for 
the exclusion except that it 
comes from God. 

The suit was filed by Doug¬ 
las Wallace and the Latter- 
day Saints Freedom Founda¬ 
tion Inc., a non-profit Wash- 
i n g t o n state corporation 
founded by Wallace. It names 
the Monticello Utah State of 
the Church of Jesus Girist of 
Latter-day Saints, local 
church leaders. Interior Sec¬ 
retary Cecil Andrus, Howard 
and other officials. 

The suit asks that federal 
assistance to the church be 
ended and that interior de¬ 
partment officials be ordered 
by injunction to investigate 
the case. 


Gas escapes 
from rail car 


SKOKIE, 01. <UPI> — Bur- 
glars who took $112,500 in 
cash from a Skokie bank ap¬ 
parently also took a 250-pound 
steel vault door with them to 
prevent authorities from 
learning the technique used to 
enter the vault, poliice said. 

Erman Kramer, president 
of the First National Bank of 
Skokie, said police believe two 
to four persons were involved 
in the theft 


“The thieves knew what 
they were doing — profes¬ 
sionals. They were extremely 
familiar with alarms, safes 
and banks,” Kramer said. 


The burglars apparently 
used metal tabs to neutralize 
the alarm system’s controls. 
The system, designed to de¬ 
tect body heat and sounds, 
was directly connected to the 
Skokie Police Department. 


An investigator said the 
method of drilling into the 
vault is the most innovative 
he has seen and expressed 
fears it might be used in other 
burglaries. 

Police theorized the bur¬ 
glars took the six-inch thick 
vault door with them to pre¬ 
vent authorities and security 
experts from studying the so¬ 
phisticated technique used to 
open the vault and determin¬ 
ing ways to combat the meth¬ 
od. 


Kramer said authorities be¬ 
lieve the burglars had inside 
help in the weekend theft. He 
said 190 persons work at the 
bank and the FBI plans to 
give polygraph tests to 30 em¬ 
ployees.

WASHINGTON — Tha U.S. 
Supreme Court has let stand a 
federal appeals court decision 
holding that it is illegal to lire 
an unwed pregnant employee 
because of her sexual activi¬ 
ties. 


The decision, handed down 
by the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the 6 th Circuit, held that 
the firing constituted illegal 
sex discrimination under the 
Civil Flights Act of 1964. 

The employer had asked the 
supreme court to review the 


ruling, contending thye was 
no evidence the woman who 
was dismissed was treated 
differently from the way a 
man would have been treated 
for nonmarital sexual, activi¬ 
ties. 

The Supreme Court rejected 


the Employer’s plea in a brief 
order. 

The case (Martin Sweets vs. 
Jacobs, 76-13471 involved Rose 
Jacobs, a secretary to the ex¬ 
ecutive officers of the Martin 
Sweets Co. of Louisville, Ky., 


an employer of about 60 peo- 
P 1 *- * 

Miss Jacobs became preg¬ 
nant in 1972 and word circu¬ 
lated awiftly around the of¬ 
fice. Her employers, citing 
the company’s "high moral 


standards," gave her notice of 
dismissal. 

She sought help from the 
Equal Bmploynient Opportu¬ 
nity Commission and brought 
suit in federal court claiming 
sex discrimination. * 

A federal district court 


found in her favor and award¬ 
ed her back pay of $7,300. The 
appellate court affirmed, say¬ 
ing that in lfring her for being 
pregnant the company had 
. a disparate and in¬ 
vidious impact uj»on the fe¬ 
male gender." The appeals 


court expressed doubt that a 
male employee would have 
been fired for nonmarital sex¬ 
ual activities. 

On appeal, the company 
urged the supreme court to 
overturn the appellate deci¬ 
sion, saying the ruling repre¬ 
sented a "dangerous intrusion 
into the freedom of every pri¬ 
vate employer" to establish 
company employment stan¬ 
dards. -v

In another case this week, 
the justices upheld the right 
of states to revoke auto 
drivers licences without pre¬ 
liminary hearings for ac¬ 
cumulated traffic offences. 

A three-judge federal dis¬ 
trict court had struck down 
an Illinois revocation law as 
unconstitutional. 

Among other provisions, the 
law called for automatic li¬ 
cence revocation, pending a 
hearing, for three suspensions 
within a 10 -year period. 

A Chicago truck driver, 
Dennis Love, already sub ject¬ 
ed to two license suspensions, 
was convicted of speeding 
three times within seven 
months. Love’s license was 
revoked. He challenged the 
law, saying he was entitled to 
a preliminary hearing before 
revocation. 

The supreme court, in an 
eight to nil decision, upheld 
the Illinois law. In an opinion 
by Justice Harry Blackmun, 
the court observed that Love 
already had an opportunity 
for a full judicial hearing 
each time he had faced a traf¬ 
fic charge. 

If pre-revocation hearings 
were available, drivers would 
routinely request them simply 
to delay the all-but-inevttable 
revocation, Blackmun said. 

The niinois law, like those 
of many states, employs a 
"point” system, establishing 
suspension or revocation upon 
an accumulation of a pre¬ 
scribed number of points 
based on traffic offences. 


PQ holding 
convention 
next tceeh 

MONTREAL (CP) - The 
1 first full-scale Parti Quo bee - 
ois convention in three years 
will be held next week and 
Premier Rene Levesque says 
political debate will play sec¬ 
ond fiddle to the reevaluation 
of the party’s policies. 

There are certain policy 
points which have not been 
reviewed for as long as eight 
years, and some of them are 
"outdated" and "unrealistic,” 
the premier said. 

T^evesque said the conven¬ 
tion, to be held May 27-29 in 
the Olympic Velodrome, will 
not take the form of an open 
platform for discussion of the 
PQ’s goal of political sover¬ 
eignty. 

It is the sixth PQ conven¬ 
tion in the party’s history and 
the first since it came to 
power. About 1,800 delegates 
are expected to attend under 
the theme. "Quebecers, to¬ 
morrow belongs to us."

TOKYO (AP) — China has 
reported increased industrial 
production and other econom¬ 
ic advances Monday. 

Hsinhua, the official news 
agency, said in a broadcast 
monitored in Tokyo that 
China’s "total value of indus¬ 
trial output in April showed a 
7.9-per-cent increase over 
March and 10.8 per cent over 
April last year."

Garden Notes

In our favored climate, 
March and November are 
considered the preferred 
month* for the planting of 
roses, shrubs and trees, and 
at one time May Day was 
considered the absolute dead¬ 
line. According to the experts, 
any woody subject planted 
after that date was sure to 
fail. 

One reason why late plant¬ 
ing was deemed so hazardous 
is because these subjects have 
all leafed out by the end of 
April, and this foliage, ex¬ 
posed to sun and wind, tran¬ 
spired moisture more rapidly 
than the roots, crippled in 
transplanting, could take up 
moisture from the soil. 

This concept made things 
extraordinarily difficult for 
the nurseryman, for he had to 
do his whole year’s business 
within the span of a few short 
weeks in the spring, with an¬ 
other brief flurry of sales at 
leaf-fail in the autumn. This is 
one reason why you do sel¬ 
dom run across a wealthy 
nurseryman. 


The breeding, growing and 
selling df plants is becoming 
big business these days, 
though, and in an effort to ex¬ 
tend the selling season, some 
ingenious techniques have 
been evolved. 

Shrribs, and particulars 
roses, can be dug in the fall 
and held dormant under re¬ 
frigeration for a period long 
after the normal planting 
time. Plastic or foil wraps, 
with a hit of damp moss or 
shredded bark, hold humidity 
at a high level within the 
package and keep the roots 
from drying out. 

Another technique to make 
late planting less hazardous is 
the canning of roses, shrubs 
and small trees, this isn’t any 
airtight, vacuum-packed deal: 
the term means simply that 
the plants were potted up in 
tin cans, gallon size or larger. 
Nowadays plastic or fibre 
containers have largely sup¬ 
planted the tin cans, but the 
term Canning persists. 

These potted trees and 
shrubs are kept watered and 


fed and allowed to leaf out 
and make normal growth, just 
like the geranium growing in 
a jam tin, on your Aupt 
Martha’s farm windowsill, 
until a customer comes along. 
The purchaser takes it home 
and slips the plant out of its 
container and iinto a hole in 
the ground with very little 
disturbance or injury to the 
roots, and almost no setback 
to the plant’s growth. 

Other plants, notably small 
specimen conifers and broad- 
leafed evergreens, will often 
have their roots packed in a 
ball of soil and wrapped in 
sacking. These are called “B 
and B” specimens — balled 
and burlapped — and such 
plants can be purchased and 
planted successfully almost 
any time df the year. 

Generally speaking. It is 
safe to buy any plants which 
have soil around their roots, 
even after they have leafed 
out. Bare-root roses and other 
packaged shrubs may or may 
not take hold and grow after a 
late planting, depending on 
how they were stored. 


If they have been held 
under refrigeration, they will 
be leafless and shoot growth 
shouldn’t be very far ad¬ 
vanced; these have a better 
than average chance of sur¬ 
viving a late planting. 

There are a few things one 
can do to lessen the hazards 
of late planting. As I have 
|K>inted out, the loss of mois¬ 
ture through the leaf pores 
must not exceed the amount, 
pumped up by the roots, and 
one way to keep things in bal¬ 
ance is to prune the new 
shrub or tree drastically. This 
reduces the area of leaf sur¬ 
face exposed to sun and wind. 

Another way to nurse a 
newly planted tree or shrub 
through its difficult adjust¬ 
ment period is to freshen up 
the foliage frequently with 
plain water, spraying as often 
as two or three times a day in 
exceptionally dry or windy 
weather. A fine, misty spray 
is best for broad-leafed 
plants, but always use a real¬ 
ly forceful jet tor the needle- 
bearing conifers.

WASHINGTON — The news 
item that rocked America last 
week was that it now costs 
parents $64,000 to rear a 
child, including education at a 
state-supported university. A 
low-income family can rear 
one for $44,000 if you forget 
about his or her schooling. 

According to Prof. Thomas 
J. Espenshade of Florida 
State University, this is a GO 
per cent increase over what It 
cost in 1969. 

With all due respect to Prof. 
Espenshade. I think his fig¬ 
ures are too low. While he 
threw in the usual things such 
as food, clothing, housing and 
education, I think he failed to 
take into consideration the fol¬ 
lowing items:

The words play-goer and 
concert-goer have the same 
formation, which may fool us 
into thinking that they apply 
in the same way. But they are 
vastly different. 

I have never heard a con- 
cert-goer say : “I went to an 
Isaac Stem concert last night. 
He played Three Blind Mice. 
Of course, it isn’t much of a 
composition, but that man 
certainly knows how to get 
the most out of the violin.” 

Absurd, isn’t it? What con¬ 
cert-goer, of any level, 
wouldn’t walk out of the audi¬ 
torium in disgust and indigna¬ 
tion if a Stem strutted onto 
the stage and began fingering 
Three Blind Mice on his Stra- 
divarius? 

But this is precisely what 


so-called play-goers say time 
and again. They went to see 
this celebrated actress or that 
distinguished actor — and 
though the play was junk, 
they certainly enjoyed the 
way the performer got the 
most out of it. 

But isn’t it basically as de¬ 
meaning and insulting to 
watch a fine actor declaiming 
the equivalent of Three Blind 
Mice as it would be to listen 
to a great musician playing it 
on the violin or piano? If a 
piece isn’t worth doing, is it 
worth doing well? And the 
letter it is done, the more 
wasteful is that talent. Nicht 
wahr? 

This Is one of the main rea¬ 
sons that our level of dramat¬ 
ic culture is so Inferior to our 


level of concert culture. No 
concert-goer would tolerate a 
Stein or a Horowitz debasing 
his gifts on a baby exercise; 
but time and again we ap¬ 
plaud, say, the Lunts, cavort¬ 
ing in some infantile charade. 

We attend concerts to hear 
good musicians perfor m ing 
worthwhile compositions. We 
attend the theatre, largely, to 
see stage personalities exhibit 
their tricks and mannerisms, 
regardless of the quality of 
the material they regale us 
with. 

And as long as this public 
attitude persists, there is little 
incentive far those stage per¬ 
formers to offer us anything 
more than amiable nonsense 
or pretentious fol-de-rol. If we 
are as eager to see them in 


Sorry, Wrong Room as In 
Chekhov or Ibsen (and maybe 
more eager), then why bother 
to work hard for a success 
d’estime when It acarcely 
pays? 

The play Is very much not 
the thing in contemporary so¬ 
ciety; the player is. We wor¬ 
ship personality beyond mere 
prowess; we lay out cash tr> 
see Names, and eventually 
the Name becomes a substi¬ 
tute for the Thing, the Pack¬ 
age for the Product. In this 
commercial sheHrgams. tha 
pea has totally disappeared. 

Play-goers today are mostly 
star-gazers. Concertigners are 
music-listeners. And each get 
precisely what they want, and 
ask for.

Juvenile lock-ups 
smokescreen—judge 


Pro|iosed juvenile lock-ups 
are something of a legislative 
smokescreen, according to 
IVovincial Judge Ross 
Goflver, who chaired the 
Family and Children s Ijwv 
(.' ommissuNi. 

He told delegates to the an¬ 
nual meeting of the B.C. Asso¬ 
ciation of Social Workers in 
Vancouver over the weekend 
that under the Juvenile Delin¬ 
quents Act it had been possi- 
hle to contain juveniles at any 
time. 

"1 think our current efforts 
amount to nothing more than 
a token proposal which may 
eliminate some of the pres¬ 
sure on the juvenile justice 
system whenever there is 
puhli< clamor (or lock and 
keys." Collver said. 

‘Collver called on social 
workers to advocate realistic 
alternatives to containment. 

Collver himself has a pro¬ 
vincial ly funded pilot project 
in Penticton for the provision 
of child care alternatives to 
bricks and mortar. 

Collver s stand against »u- 
venile jails was backed by 
Philip Henworth, program 
director of personal social 
services with the Canadian 
Council on Social Develop¬ 
ment. 

"I think by now we all know 
that the unthinkable can 
occur, that the clock can he 
turned ba.k ii there is enough 
political pressure to bring this 
about." he said. 

"It takes a strong politician 
to withstand pressures from 
judges, some members of the 
police, some members of the 


public and political col¬ 
leagues. 

"We also have to have re¬ 
gard to the fact that poiili- 
1 dans or governments may not 
be concerned with objective 
e\ idence. out more with short 
term solutions which defuse 
IKJientially damaging thai 
is politically damaging 
situations." 

Hepworth urged social 
workers to marshal whatever 
ev idence they could to demon¬ 
strate different approaches to 
juvenile work. 

* Social workers emerged 
from a workshop on juvenile 
containment roucemed that 


lock-ups could become dump- 
ins grounds for children who 
should be given treatment. 

Detention centres, they 
said, easily became breeding- 
grounds for more delin¬ 
quency. and cost money that 
could be better spent on com-' 
munity based programs. 

It was decided to establish 
a committee to review con- 
’ tainment legislation, and to 
present a brief to the provin¬ 
cial government on the sub¬ 
ject. 

The BCASW reaffirmed Its 
-import lor the report of the 
Family and Children’s Law 
Commission.

1,200 protest but B.C. Tel wins hike 

CRTC raps service; 15% increase due in weeks 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Telephone Co. 
was given permission Tues¬ 
day to increase most of its 
telephone rates by an average 
of about 15 per cent, despite 
stiff opjx>sition and a record 
number of complaints about 
the company’s service. 

The Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 

(CRTC) shaved only about 53 
million off B.C. Tel’s proposed 
increase that would have ad¬ 
ded about $43 million a year 


to the company’s coffers. Last 
year, B.C. Tel took in 5435 
million. 

The rate increases, expect¬ 
ed to take effect in about two 
weeks, drew 1,200 complaints 
and criticisms from the pub¬ 
lic. That is 50-per-cent more 
than the number of comments 
Bell Canada’s latest rate in¬ 


crease pro|>osal drew, al¬ 
though Beil is about eight 
times larger than B.C. Tel. 

Even the CRTC raked B.C. 
Tel over the coals for the 
quality of its service, describ¬ 
ing some aspects of the ser¬ 
vice as unsatisfactory, unac¬ 
ceptable and saying it needed 
significant improvements. 


In handing down approval 
of the rate increases, the 
CRTC ordered immediate im¬ 
provements in B.C. Tel’s bill¬ 
ing procedures, its method of 
handling complaints and its 
repair service. Almost 25 per 
cent of equipment that has 
been repaired after a custom¬ 
er has complained breaks 


down again within a month, 
the CRTC said. 

Otlver common objections 
raised to B.C. Tel’s rate in¬ 
crease were lodged by senior 
citizens, the poor and groups 
representing the two. 

They said the proposed in¬ 
creases would cause undue 
hardship on customers with 


low or fixed incomes and that 
it would deprive them of a 
basic necessity. 

Acknowledging this prob¬ 
lem, the CRTC made the un¬ 
usual move of ordering B.C. 
Tel to examine the feasibility 
of providing a discount to 
such customers as the Bell 
system offers in the U.S. 


A CRTC official said this 
decision could be an impor¬ 
tant precedent for consumers, 
signalling a direction toward 
which Bell, the only other fe¬ 
derally-regulated phone com¬ 
pany, may be asked to move. 

The most common criticism 
of B.C. Tel rate increases 
stemmed from a misunder¬ 


standing of the anti-inflation 
guides and how the CRTC was 
to apply them to the eom- 
pany. *• 

About hall of the 1,200 criti¬ 
cisms objected to the increase 
on the grounds that wage and 
price controls generally held 
salary increases to eight per 
cent during 1975 and 1976. 
while B.C. Tel wanted in¬ 
creases averaging about 15 
per cent.

What’s a million? At least one Victoria resident 
knows but doesn’t appear to care.

However, perhaps we’ll 
get as much publicity this way rather than the othei 
way.” 

The winner has a year to make the claim 

“I thought I’d find out the name of the winner w hen 
I confirmed the win. out all I was told was that Na¬ 
tional Trust was the claimant.” Stewart said. 

Adding spice to the mystery is $250,000 awaiting a 
claimant from the ApriI 20 draw. 

“That ticket could be anywhere in Canada.” 
Stewart said. “All we know is that it was bought. The 
winner could have stuck in his wallet or put in a draw¬ 
er and forgotten it. Whatever the case is, there’s 
5250.000 waiting to be claimed. As for the million 
dollars, we know the winner is in Victoria but that's 
all.” 

Ticket numbers? The winner of the million held 
3019886, now gathering dust but no interest in National 
Trust. Remember, that was Feb. 28. 

The winner of the unclaimed 5250,000 held ticket 
number 4163976 in the April 30 draw. 

In the meantime, Stew'art said there isn’t anything 
they can do to help the winners increase the value of 
their winnings. “The money remain^ in a trust fund 
earning no interest,” he said. “When they do eventually 
claim, they’ll get just a million or just the 5250,000.’’

Hardline party 
claims victory 

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel’s governing labor 
party suffered thumping defeats Tuesday in national 
elections and the head of the right-wing Likud opposi¬ 
tion claimed victory. 

Likud leader Menahem Begin — who takes a 
much tougher line on trading occupied Arab territory 
for peace agreements than has the Labor leadership — 
told exuberant followers early loday he expects to foim 
the next government. 

Labor has been the govern¬ 
ing force m every Israeli gov¬ 
ernment since independence in 
1948. 

The Labor party, stained by 
corruption scandals and hurt 
by a troubled economy, was 
trailing in many areas in the 
voting. 

Ballots are counted by hand 
and complete results from the 
country’s 2.2 million voters 
are not exacted until later 
today. 

With 930 of the 3.879 polling 
stations counted. Likud had 41 
seats for a gain of two and 
I.abor had 33. The reformist 
Democratic Movement for 
Change (DMC) got 15 and the 
National Religious Party 
(NRP) won 12. a gain of two. 

The remaining 19 seats were 
scattered among eight other 
parties, including the Commu¬ 
nist Rakah which captured 
live for a gain of one. 

Computer projections based 
on more than 20 per cent of 
the vote and a sampling of 
lulling stations gave the 
Likud 42 seats in the 120- 
member Knesset parliament 
and Labor 32. Labor had won 
51 seats and Likud 39 in the 
1973 election. 

Political observers noted 
the law does not require that 
the party winning a plurality 
he automatically granted the 
first chance to form a govern¬ 
ment, but that practice 
always has been followed. 

The newly formed (DMCl. 
which has promised to work 
tor domestic reform, aj>- 
peared tp be on its way to 
capturing 16 seats in the 
Knesset. Israeli television 
predicted the NRP would 
clinch 11 seats. 

“It’s an earthquake,” said 
DMC leader Prof. Amnon Ru¬ 
binstein. who was at Likud 
headquarters.

The business licence appli¬ 
cation vva*< made by John 
Payne to oj»en a Garden of 
Eden Shop. Council denied the 
application hy citing a section 
of the B.C. Municipal Act 
which says a licence can be 
refused it at least two-thirds 
of the members of council 
agree. 

The B.C. appeal court 
quashed the council resolution 
saying protection of public 
morality against a lawful 
business is an irrelevant 
.round upon which to deny a 
licence, ll.e city appealed to 
the Supreme Court and ar¬ 
gued that morality is a rele¬ 
vant jxiint. 

Evidence in the lower 
courts indicated that the Gar¬ 


den cf Eden was to specialize 
in sexual devices. One B.C.

VANCOUVER (CP) 
Prisoners who refused to go 
to their scheduled duties at 
Mission medium-security in¬ 
stitution Tuesday morning, 
ended their protest over pay 
rates by mid-afternoon. 

Jack Stewart, a spokesman 
lor the Canadian Penitentiary 
Service, said live prison re¬ 
turned to normal after a 
meeting between the prison¬ 
ers’ committee and adminis¬ 
tration at the Fraser Valley 
institution. 

“It was explained to them 
that much of what they were 
asking lor required national 
])olicy changes and were 
beyond the jurisdiction* of 
local administration,” Stewart 
said. 

Prisoners in federal instiiu- 
tions receive from 75 cents to 
51.20 a day of which 55 cents 
to 95 cents may be used to 
purchase canteen items while 
the remainder is put into 
compulsory savings. 

Stewart said work by pris¬ 
oners at the .Mission institu¬ 
tion consists primarily of 
maintenance, such as kit¬ 
chen work, and construction 
of modular furniture for use 
within the prison system. 
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B.C. Tel wins 15% 
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price increases are worked 
out on the basis of profits and 
R.C. Tel promised increases 
were S5 million below those 
profit limits, the CRTC ex¬ 
plained. 

However, projected earn¬ 
ings indicate the company 
may exceed the guides in 1978 
and the CRTC said it will 
monitor B.C. Tel’s books with 
this in mind.

VANCOUVER (UPI) - 
Kaiser Resources Ltd. said 
Tuesday it had concluded a 
long-term metallurgical coal 
sales contract with Pakistan 
Steel Mills Corporation Ltd. of 
Karachi. 

President and Chief Execu¬ 
tive Officer Edgar Kaiser Jr. 
said the multi-million dollar 
agreement called for the 
Karachi firm to buy between 
3.3 and 2 million metric tons 
over a five-year period. 

“This new steel company is 
expected to begin production 
late next year,’’ Kaiser told 
shareholders at the com¬ 
pany’s annual meeting. 

“They have selected us to 
be their primary coal supplier 
at the same price as we sell 
to our Japanese customers,” 
Kaiser said. . r * 

Under existing contracts 
with Japanese steel-makers 
the Vancouver-based com¬ 
pany sells metallurgTcal coal 
for $55.55 per long ton, hut 
the price varies according to 
a cost escalation provision.

Violence threat 


to tanker plans 

People from commtinities 
along Douglas Channel will 
resort to violence if a propos¬ 
al for an oil supertanker port 
at Kitimat is not dropped, ac¬ 
cording to Mel Gregory, a 
Greenpeace co-ordinator. He 
sang Monday at a sparsely-at¬ 
tended benerit for the ecologi¬ 
cal group at McPherson Play¬ 
house. 

“If they (tankers) don’t 
stop, there’ll be violence.” 
said Gregory , who was one of 
the protesters dunked by the 
Princess Patricia Friday in 
Uaamano Sound near Kitimat. 

Gregory doubted that the vi¬ 
olence would take the form of 
bloodshed but he said acts 
such as blocking supertankers 
by log booms are already 
being discussed by groups in 
the area. 

He said the car of one of the 
officials of the company for 
the proposed Kitimat to Ed¬ 
monton Pipeline had already 
been sabotaged by what is be¬ 
lieved to have been persons 
protesting both the pipeline 
and supertanker traffic. 

Gregory said Greenpeace 
didn’t condone such acts of vi¬ 
olence because its commit¬ 
ment was to passive resis-

leeom in Montreal for the pur¬ 
chase of distribution frames. 
The equipment had previously 
been manufactured in Bur¬ 
naby by Canadian Telephone 
and Supplier Ltd., a B.C. Tel 
subsidiary. 

The union, which also 
covers employees at Canadian 
Telephone and Supplies, save 
the move put an end to 14 

jobs. 

The complicated issue was 
dealt with by arbitrator R. N. 
Monroe and the problem ap¬ 
pears to lie in different in¬ 
terpretations of his findings 
by the union and company. 

According to B.C. Tel. the 
frames were cheaper in the 
east and it is'complying with 
Monroe’s decision by buying 
them there.

Council has blamed the tax 
increases on the costs of pro¬ 
viding services to the new 
areas of the city since amal¬ 
gamation. and has asked the 
I rovincial government for 
more money to help soften the 
blow to the taxpayers. 

Residents of the newer 
areas will pay 17 per cent 
more while in the old city the 
increase will be only 9*s per 
cent. The city is raising tax 
rates in the new areas steadi¬ 
ly until they are in line with 
the higher rate* in the old 
city.

Building a cross-country 
riding course, and studying 
educational needs are just two 
examples or the types of wt>rk 
that young persons in the 
Comox Sfrathcona Region 
District will be involved in as 
a result of this year’s British 
Columbia government Youth 
Employment Program. 

Labor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams says 172 students from 
high schools and post-secon¬ 
dary institutions are being 
employed in newly - created 
positions on farms, in small 
businesses and non-profit or¬ 
ganizations, and in projects 
by municipalities, regional 
and improvement districts, 
universities, colleges and 
school and hospital boards. 

Farms, small businesses 
and non-profit organizations 
that have not already taken 
advantage of the program 
have until May 20 to apply for 
subsidies to employ young 
persons in newly-created jobs. 
Applications are available at 
labor ministry offices, govern¬ 
ment agent’s offices and 
many municipal halls. 

Approximately 13,303 jobs 
have been created province¬ 
wide by the labor ministry 
program. A recently-an¬ 
nounced increase of $7.5 mil¬ 
lion in allocations will raise 
the total number of jobs being 
created to more than 19.TW. 

An additional $10 million is 
being provided .by other gov¬ 
ernment ministries for em¬ 
ployment within their minis¬ 
tries. Total funding for the 
program is $32,500,000. 

Examples of the jobs creat¬ 
ed • for the program in the 
Comox Strathcona Region 
District include the jobs. 
created by the Norwood 
Equestrian Centre in Cour¬ 
tenay, which will be hiring 
youth to assist in the con¬ 
struction of a cross-country 
riding course. 

Work at the Courtenay 
centre will also include the. 
building of jumps and 
bridges. 

On Denman Island, Lone 
Pine Farms will be hiring one 
student through the program 
to assist in the firm’s oyster 
culture operation. 

North Island College will 
hire two post-secondary stu¬ 


dents to work in the college’s 
resource centre to study the 
needs of a college engaged in 
distance learning as a pri¬ 
mary function. 

Several other positions in 
other eligible sectors of the 
program are. or soon will be, 
underway. 


College Inn 
tries again 
to expand 

QUALXCUM BEACH — The 
owners of the Qualicum Col¬ 
lege Inn wont to develop a 
three and a half acre block of 
land between the Inn the the 
Island Highway. They have 
met with considerable .public 
opposition to their initial pro¬ 
posal of a tudor village styled 
tourist resert and convention 
centre, so now they are work¬ 
ing on a scaled down develop¬ 
ment. 

At present they are con¬ 
sidering a much smaller vil¬ 
lage, built around a pond and 
green with no banquet hall. 
The buildings would contain 
hotel accommodation and 
shops that would not compete 
with the stores in the Quali¬ 
cum Beach business area. 

Kerry Keilty, manager of 
the College Inn, said there 
would be a restaurant, run by 
the hotel. Tenants of the 
stores would sell antiques, 
furs, woolen goods, crafts and 
items needed by hotel 

lie said there wt>uld also be a 
barber shop and a drycleaner. 

Less than two thirds of the 
block would be occupied by 
the tudor village and parking 
lot and 62 per cent of the land 
would be park land. The de¬ 
velopers are considering the 
feasibility of building con¬ 
dominiums on a small portion 
of the eastern end of the land.* 

There weuld be large set¬ 
backs from the Island High¬ 
way so existing trees would 
screen much of the proposed 
development. Entrance to it 
would be ironi College Road 
and not from the highway.

NANAIMO — City council 
de ided Monday .to allow' a de¬ 
veloper to Ixiy and close part_ 

of Dawes Street without wait¬ 
ing for a lraffic r study to l>e 
completed. 

In a move that Aid. Nelson 
Allen called “idiotic,” council 
voted to give the go ahead for 
Highlander Motel to expand 
across Dawes Street and build 
convention facilities. 

The issue has been before 
council several times in re¬ 
cent weeks but each time it 
was decided to wait for a traf¬ 
fic study on the area before 
making a final decision. 

However, traffic committee 
chairman Aid. Gino Sedola 
said he could see no reason to 
hold up the project any longer 
and risk losing it. 

He said he had consulted 
stail and felt there would be 
no problem created by closing 
the street. In fact, he said it 
would probably help what is 
currently a hazardous area. 

Allen said he was not op¬ 
posed to either the develop¬ 
ment or the closing of the 
street, but objected to being 
“stampeded” into making 
what may prove to be a bad 
decision. 

He said he agreed the proj¬ 
ect had been delayed long 
enough, and city staff must 
shoulder part of the. blame for 
not providing council with 
some direction. 

“There has been a massive 
breakdown in communication. 

It takes only a couple of days 
to do a traffic study yet this 
has been dragging on for 
weeks. There is something 
seriously wrong with the 
process. It’s idiotic." 

Actipg mayor Alex Virostko 
cast the deciding \ ote in favor 
of allowing the project to go 
ahead after the six members 
present w*ere split on the 
issue.

' People see the alligator 
shoes and cashmere sweaters 
and some guy putting on tele¬ 
vision for $40,000. They don't 
see the guy throwing up back 
there under the trees.” 


Somewhat defiantly, he 
said: 

"You guys don t'Write about 
the heartbreak. You look at 
some of these guys, look ’em 
in the eye. You see a guy who 
just fought a championship 
fight and got the hell fucked 
out of him. 

"You see more blank stares 
out here than you do in a box¬ 
ing ring.” 

Pressure becomes a way of 
life. The mental stress is 
enormous, for both young and 
old. and particularly so for 
the less affluent players.

$48,000. and makes the lop HO 
money winners, he’s got to he 
losing money,” Mirandi said.

Expanses are staggering. „ 

‘Tve got to make at least 
$30,000 just to break even, and 
I'm single.” said ’Roger Mall- 
bie, a temporary fyont-nmner 
last week at the Colonial Na¬ 
tional Invitation. 

”1 . believe a high roller 
could spend $50,000 easily. 


"I could probably get by a 
little cheaper but" only by 
going second rate. If you're 
going to be a first-class 
player, you better treat your¬ 
self first class. 

"If you eat hot does, you 
play like a* hot dog. They go 
hand in hand.” 

Ben Crenshaw, the Colonial 
winner, agrees: 

"It probably costs my wife 
and me $45,000 to $50,000 a 
year, but we try to go first 
class. I think it helps me play 
better.” 

Former . Masters champ 
Charles Coody said he sppnt 


$8,800 his first year on the cir¬ 
cuit in 1963. but he’s looking 
at roughly $40,000 now. 

"Were playing for five 
times as much money now, 
about $10 million, but our ex¬ 
penses have also gone up that 
much,” he said. 

"It’s nothing to spend $200 a 
week for a hotel. $20 a day for 
meals, a $25 entry fee and a 
minimum of $200 or so in 
caddy fees. Then throw in 
your travel expenses. 

"People say. ‘How can you 
consider leaving the tour, 
making $85,000 or $95,000 a 


year? But they don’t have any 
idea wliat it costs.” 

Coody said he must make at 
least $75,000 to be on a com¬ 
parable salary scale with a 
guy earning $35,000 and living 
at home. 

"There’s no guarantees out 
here," Mirandi said. "If a 
guy’s got talent, he's going' to 
get paid. If he has no talent, 
he’s not going to get paid." 

"It's as simple as that.” 

It’s also as frightening as 
that. You sprain a back or 
break a leg and you earn 
nothing for weeks or months. 

"A football player or a 


baseball player. he’s got a 

contract," Mirandi said. 

While Jack Nickfaus, Cren¬ 
shaw and Hale Irwin were 
earning $250,000-1)1 us last 
year, such familiar figures as 
Doug Sanders and Julius 
Boros were winning $3,000. 

A couple at chaps named 
James Barker and Steve Chin 
won $76.85 apiece. 

Don Bies, who took down 
$92,450. said it costs him be¬ 
tween $600 and $700 a week to 
survive, while Boros, only se¬ 
mi-active now, spends a little 
less. 

Tom Watson, currently the 


leading money winner w-ftfV 
$200,000. says the better he 
plays, the more it costs. 

'.‘tt's hard to pyt. a price tag 
on it,” he said. "You fly-to 
the British .

Now that recriminations are over and it’s possible to 
assess things with a little less emotion. It doesn’t seem at all 
out of line to suggest that while Team Canada finished fourth, 
the hastily - assembled crew which represented us in the 
world hockey championship in Vienna wound up bringing 
another reassurance that the ability is still there for Canada 
to remain the best in hockey. 

Embarrassment remains for the actions and attitudes of 
Phil Russell and Carol Vadnais, the immature Wilf Paiement 
and the surprising Walt McKechnie and Eric Vail. They 
showed they weren’t up to handling the pressure of interna¬ 
tional hockey, or accepting the fact only their best effort 
vv mid do acainst the European challengers to the supremacy 
they still took for granted. 

That this ham>ened shouldn't have been any surprise. 
Afler all. Team Canada 1977 was drawn from the ranks of 
losers, and it had in assistant-coach Phil Esposito a fellow 
who told his teammates they were at war. It could be taken 
for granted that there would have to be a lot of personal ad¬ 
justments and that there would be some who were unwilling 
or unable to make them. But at the finish, there was evidence 
that all that our spoiled and over-paid professionals require is 
motivation. What reassures is that in all but a few- there is 
still pride, the pride of a true professional as well as the 
pride of country'. It showed in 1972 when Team Canada won 
the last three games in Moscow to eke out a series victory 
over the Russians in our c >untry’s most-emotional moment, 
and it showed again in Vienna. 

Quite unimpressive in pre-tournament exhibition games, 
the ill-prenared Canadian team got away to a woeful start, 
looking had in a scrambly decision over the U.S. before los¬ 
ing to Sweden and then taking that numbing 11-1 setback 
from Russia. 

That was the low point of Canadian h ickey history..‘and 
Canadians, whose biggest haneup is their hoekev image, 
responded as expected with burning, nation-wide criticism. H 
must have been easy for highly-paid performers coming off- 
long and disappointing seasons, and asked to reach down lor 
-a little extra without a chance to prepare properly, to think 
about chucking it right there. Some undoubtedly harbored the 
thought, but pride took over and Team Canada 1977 started 
on the way back by playing to a 3-3 tie with Czechoslovakia in 
a game the world champions would have lost but for the fail¬ 
ure of a referee to call a glaring offside u'hieh resulted in the' 
3-3 goal. 

Only a second bad show against Russia prevented a 
complete turnaround by Team Canada. After an excellent 
start had brought hope of evening the score. Vail, who drew 
only 22 penalty minutes in 78 NHL games this season, failed 
to control himself when he was banged into the hoards and 
drew a match penalty for using his stick in retaliation. Rus¬ 
sia scored twice in thp 10 minutes Canada played shorthand¬ 
ed. and while it was 8-1 at the finish, once more the pettiness 
of the Canadians caused a bigger loss of face than the margin 
of defeat. But hist when it seemed first impressions had been 
right. Team Canada finished off with an 8-2 trouncing of 
Czechoslovakia. 

★ ★ ★ 

The win over the world champions meant that Team 
Canada had finished fastest of all. It was 5-1-1, and should 
have been 6-1, in its last seven games. It may have escaped a 
lot of watchers that the point lost because of the missed off¬ 
side would have created a four-team point tie. and that if 
Canada had managed one win over Russia it would have won 
the gold medal. 

That’s not at all bad for a team put together only about 
two weeks before play started in the w'orld championship, 
and one which didn’t include more than five or six players 
who would have been seriously considered if Team Canada 
selectors could have made their choice from all professional 
clubs and not just those not good enough to be in the playoff 
quarter-finals. 

In view of what happened it is certainly reasonable to 
-believe that having a defence which included Larry Robinson, 
Guy Lapointe. Serge Savard. Denis Potvin and Brad Park 
would have been enough for Team Canada to have taken it 
alj even without being able to pick forwards from a list 
including Guy Lafleur. Darryl Sittler. Lanriy McDonald, 
Steve Shutt. Jacques Lemaire, Marcel Dionne. Rifck Mac- 
Leish. Gil Perreault, Bobby Clarke, Rick Martin and a 
number of others who rate. Or having Gerry Cheevers, Ken 
Dryden and Rogatien Vachon available for goal. 

Team Canada didn’t win, but it missed a medal by a 
point and the championship hv a victory, and I have to 
believe that’s closer than any other country would have qome 
with a national side which didn’t include a single player 
from it eight top teams. 

★ ★ ★ 

And that includes Russia, which came to the Vienna tour¬ 
nament with what was widely believed to he its best-ever 
learn and ended up &s the most disappointed of all. 

It had been reported that the Russians, thinking the 
world championship of greater importance, had played pos¬ 
sum in the Canada Cup series last year by not using some of 
their.better players. It was a plausible thought, and it 
seemed proven when the Russians got off to a great start in 
Vienna. 

Great? It was so impressive that even vpteran Canadian 
hockey reporters went completely overboard and are now- 
hoping that few will remember whal they wrote during the 
time the Russians ran up six straight victories, including 
routs of Czechoslovakia (6-1* well as Canada, and outs- 
c-ored their opponents 64-11. 

"Against the opposition they’re meeting here.” was one 
typical comment about the Russians." they look like Mu¬ 
hammad Ali fighting a slow welterweight. Thp greatest 
danger they fare is riding the bus from their hotel to the 
arena. If this Russian powerhouse loses between now and 
the tournament's May 8 windup. Bunny Aheame ought to 
• ome out of retirement and investigate the whole thing. 
Thcrr’d be something funny goifig on.” 

Aheame. presumably, has been busy doing some sleuth¬ 
ing. for lose the Russians did —three times in their last four 
games, a collapse interrupted only hy that second win over 
Canada in a game turned by Vail’s lack of control. 

The sag started when Sweden, crushed 7-0 by Canada a 
couple of days later, handed the Soviet team a 5-1 pasting. 
Then Czechoslovakia squeezed hy the favorites 4-3, and in the 
tournament’s last game, after Canada had rapped Czechoslo¬ 
vakia 8-2 to give the Russians a chance at the championship 
i ey failed again against Sweden, this time hy 3-1. 

Who can tell what happened. Perhaps the Russians had 
trained too hard and became stale while playing 10 games in 
17 days, perhaps they pointed for the games against Canada 
and couldn't get up for their last games agairfst the other 
rontenders. Whatever it was. there is more cause for worry 
and recri initiation in Russia than in Canada. The Russians 
‘ planned carefully for the first world hockey champiorship 
\vhu h allowed professional learns, hut their well-prepared na¬ 
tionals faltered at the finish. Team Canada. «m the tho r 
hand, was ’a sort of haphazard collection of hoc-key talent 
given practically n<» time to prepare. And while it didn’t 
always make us feet proud, it w..- coining on at the finish 
and it did as well as could have reasonably been expected.

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Victoria Fish and Game Club conservationist and envi¬ 
ronmentalist How ard English has issued a challenge to other 
B.C. communities to fallow the lead set by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area in rehabilitation of salmon streams like the Gold- 
stream, Demamiel Creek and the Leech River. 

He made the challenge during his conservation report to 
the B.C. Wildlife Federation convention in Williams Lake. 

English told the convention there are 33 major coho 
production projects now planned for the Salmonid Enhance¬ 
ment Program, of which 20 are capital intensive large proj¬ 
ects for more than 100,000 fish each. 

"These facilities can produce more than 3% million of the 
tour million in cocho production planned." said English. 

He said a rough estimate is these facilities may enhance 
the production of possibly 70 streams. 

"But there are coho spawning in about 970 of the 1,600 
accessible streams in British Columbia," English noted. 

"What about the rehabilitation requirements and the po¬ 
tential of the other 900 streams and the people dependant on 
their production?" he asked. 

"It appears clear that in addtion to large capital inten¬ 
sive projects, more emphasis is needed on techniques and 
projects suitable for more widespread implementation, in 
order to strengthen the diversity of stocks and give a sound 
balance and direction to the program and to receive peoples' 
confidence and strong support,” he said. 

He outlined the work done by lower Island conserva¬ 
tionists and then issued his challenge: "It your community a 
part of the solution to environmental stress?" 

The Goldsteam and Demamiel Creek projects could be 
used as models for adaption of specific projects on coho 
producing streams in every comer of British Columbia, 
through volunteer labor aided by minimal government fund¬ 
ing and technical advice. 

"The evidence to date at Goldstream and Demamiel 
Creeks indicates that fish production in suitable small 
streams can be increased significantly at low cost by volun¬ 
teers with government assistance," English <said. 

He told how fry feeding by volunteers on the Goldstream 
and Demaniel in May through October, three to six evenings 
a week, has nearly doubled the coho spawners returning per 
1,000 fall fry. 

Fall fiy production on the Goldstream has more than 
doubled with the use of an incubation box and a rehabilitated 
old side channel, with flow control for spawning and clean 
gravel provided, English said. 

He said fry transplants above the falls of the Sooke River 
— from incubation boxes on Maryvine Creek — will provide 
up to an additional 10 miles of rearing water for fry. 

Water storgae over a 35-acre field is filled and will 
Increase marginal rearing low- summer flows in two and a 
half miles of upper Demaniel Creek, for up to 100,000 coho 
fry, he said. The water storage was obtained by a dam built 
by Sooke community volunteers, with government assistance. 

★ ★ ★ 

English made a strong appeal for curtailment of com¬ 
mercial fishing pressure on Strait of Georgia coho and 
chinook stocks by netters and trollers, both within the strait 
area and as the fish migrate through Juan de Fuca Strait. 

He charged that correlations presented to federal fish¬ 
eries "clearly indicate a decline in resident summer coho 
spawners in the southern Strait of Georgia waters, that ii> 

. versely correlates with commercial net catches in Area 20." 

» “When catches increase the spawning escapements of 
' coho in Area 28,17 u 19 and 29 decrease." he said. 

"Goldstream, which is an indicator stream for this Strait 
of Georgia stock, formerly had escapments wen above 1000 
coho spawners in good years. There were only 107 coho 
spawners in the Goldstream in 1976." he said. 

He noted, "federal fisheries now appears to agree that 
resident type of coho and chinook stocks originating in the 
Strait of Georgia rivers are being over harvested.” • 

He gave his support to the proposed two licence system 
for commercial trollers to reduce pressure on these stocks. ’ 
The trollers would be required to elect to fish off the west 
coast or inside in the Strait of Georgia — not in both areas. 

He said trollers would support this measure if dual troll 
and gillnet gear is also prevented from fishing.inside. 

He also called for elimination of all netting in Areas 17 
and 18 — the nursery areas and where coho and chinook 
spawners hold in the southern Strait of Georgia. 

He called for these measures "to assist in the rehabili¬ 
tation of these unenhanced stocks (of coho and Chinooks) 
which are being destroyed by the netting pressure on en¬ 
hanced sockeye and pinks."

Dempsey wrote in the book 
! that he had two daughters by 
| wife Hamah, and that 
I through the years, at least 20 
| young men presented them- 
| selves to him “as my long lost 
j sons. Unfortunately or for- 
j tunately I had no son and that; 
was that.” 

Hayes said he was bom on 
June 27, 1925, in Oakland, 


Iowa, the son of the fighter 
and Minnie Hayes Eaton. 

The suit charged malice in 
that the defendants knew the 
denial was libelous and false 
and that they “failed to take 
the proper steps to ascertain 
whether the matter was true 
or false but instead published’ 
same with reckless disregard 
of w hether it was true or 
not.”

OTTAWA (CP) — The pre¬ 
sentation Tuesday of the Go- 
vemor^Generars literary 
awards w r as not the scene this 
year of protests of the kind 
that some Quebec authors 
have staged in the past as a 
symbolic gesture against Ca¬ 
nadian federalism. 

“Because of the new politi¬ 
cal context in Quebec, it no 
longer bothers me to accept a 
prize Irom a federal body,” 
said Montreal novelist Andre 
Major, whose work Les Res¬ 
capes was selected by the 
Canada Council as the leading 
French novel published in 
Canada in 1976. 

“With the election of the 
Parti Quebecois, Quebec is on 
the way to establishing a po¬ 
litical balance and protests at 
an awards ceremony would 
make no sense,” he said in an 
interview. 

Toronto writer Marian 
Engel won the English novel 
award for Bear, and Joe Ro¬ 
senblatt of Toronto won Ihe 
English poetry a wal'd for Top 
Soil, a collection of his poetry. 
Carl Berger of the University 
of Toronto history department 
is English non-fiction laureate 
for The Writing of Canadian 
History, a survey of historical 
writing in Canada. 

Alphonse Piclie of Trois- 
Rivieres, Que., is winner of 
the French poetry award for 
Poemes 1946-1968, and Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa historian Fer¬ 
nand Ouellet won recognition 
in the French non-fiction cate¬ 
gory for Le Bas-Canada 
(Lower Canada 1 1791-1840. 

Each writer has received 
$5,000 from the Canada Coun¬ 
cil and a finely-bound copy of 
the winning work.

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Murder pair ‘sticking awfully close 9 to stolen cash 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — 
The last two fugitives in the 
multimillion-dollar burglary- 
murder of grocery heiress 
Marjorie Jaokson apparently 
are "sticking awfully close to 
the money,” authorities said 
Monday. 

Howard Willard, 38, and his 
former wife, Marjorie Louise 
Pollitt, 48. disappeared May 7 
from the house they shared at 
Mooresville, about 10 miles 
southwest of Indianapolis. 
They took off in cars pulling 
trailers shortly after the body 
of Mrs. Jackson, 66, was dis¬ 
covered Hi hdt* burned-out 
ranch house. 

Willard, who paid for 
rounds of drinks at a Morres- 
ville tavern with 3100 bills and 
boasted he had inherited $12 
million from an uncle in 


North Carolina, bought two 
new cars in the week before 
the couple left. 

"They w*ere used to living 
on nothing and I guess 
they’ve gone back to living on 
nothing,” Marion Cbunty Po¬ 
lice Lt. Robert Kirkman said. 


"They had less than $150 in 
their checking account until 
they deposited $14,000 in it — 
all new bills taken in the bur¬ 
glary.” 

Police believe the couple 
took $3 million with them in 
fresh $100 bills. 


"Apparently, tttfly are stick¬ 
ing awfully close to the 
money and not spending it 
like they did before they took 
off,” Kirkman said. "So far, 
we’ve had no reports of any of 1 
it turning up.** 


"We had Willard’s name in 
reference to the $300,000 bur¬ 
glary at Mrs. Jackson’s place 
last Mky,” he said, referring 
to one of several burglaries 
the widow of the former pres¬ 
ident of Standard Food Stores 
did not report 


"He was involved in it, but 
he was not a participant.” 

Police allege Willard mas¬ 
terminded a series of burgla¬ 
ries at the Jackson estate, 
ending with the recluse’s 
shooting death May 5. 

More than $1.6 million was 


recovered last week when 
three other suspects were 
taken. 

Mrs. Jackson was a recluse 
who sometimes wrapped gifts 
and baked cakes for God or 
Jesus Christ. After a former 
bank official M embezzled 


$700,000 from her trust ac¬ 
count last year, police said, 
she withdrew $9 million from 
the bank during the last five 
months, carrying it home in a 
suitcase. 

Polioe found $5 million in 
her house.

The suit was filed by Doug¬ 
las Wallace and the Latter- 
day Saints Freedom Founda¬ 
tion Inc., a non-profit Wash- I 
i n g t o n state corporation 
founded by Wallace. It names 
the Monticello Utah State of 
the Church Qf Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, local 
church leaders, Interior Sec¬ 
retary Cecil Andrus, Howard 
and other officials. 

The suit asks that federal 
assistance to the church be , 
ended and that interior de¬ 
partment officials be ordered j 
by injunction to investigate ;

(UPI) — Bur¬ 
glars who took $112,500 in 
cash from a Skokie bank ap¬ 
parently also took a 250-pound 
steel vault door with them to 
prevent authorities from 
learning the technique used to 
enter the vault, police said. 

Erman Kramer, president 
of the First National Bank of 
Skokie, said police believe two 
to four persons were involved 
in the theft 


"The thieves knew what 
they were doing — profes¬ 
sionals. They were extremely 
familiar with alarms, safes 
and banks,” Kramer said. 

The burglars apparently 
used metal tabs to neutralize 
the alarm system's controls. 
The system, designed to de¬ 
tect body heat and sounds, 
was directly connected to the 
Skokie Police Department. 


An investigator said the 
method of drilling into the 
vault is the most innovative 
he has seen and expressed 
fears it might be used in other 
burglaries. 

Police theorized the bur¬ 
glars took the six-inch thick 
vault door with them to pre¬ 
vent authorities and security 
experts from studying the so¬ 
phisticated technique used to 
open the vault and determin¬ 
ing ways to combat the meth- 

Kramer said authorities be¬ 
lieve the burglars had inside 
help in the weekend theft. He 
said 190 persons work at the 
bank and the FBI plans to 
give polygraph tests to 30 em¬ 
ployees. 
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1,200 protest but B.C. Tel wins hike 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Telephone Co. 
was riven, permission Tues¬ 
day tfr increase most o£ its 
telephone rates by an average 
of about 15 i>er cent, despite 
stiff opposition and a record 
number of complaints about 
the company’s service. 

The Canadian Radio- 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 
(CRTC) shaved only about $3 
million off B.C. Tel’s proposed 
increase that would have ad¬ 
ded about $43 million a year 


CRTC rap's service; 15% increase due in weeks 


to the company's coffers. Last 
year, B.C. Tel took in $435 
million. (See also Page 13.» 

The rate increases, expect¬ 
ed to take effect in about two 
weeks, drew 1,200 complaints 
and criticisms from the pub¬ 
lic. That is 50-per-cent more 
than the number of comments 
Bell Canada s latest rate in¬ 


crease proposal drew, al¬ 
though Bell is about eight 
times larger than B.C. Tel. 

Even the CRTC raked B.C. 
Tel over the coals for the 
quality of its service, describ¬ 
ing some aspects of the ser¬ 
vice as unsatisfactory, unac¬ 
ceptable and saying it needed 
significant improvements. 


In having down approval 
of the rate increases, <the 
CRTC ordered immediate im¬ 
provements in B.C. Tel’s bill¬ 
ing procedures, its method of 
handling complaints and its 
repair service. Almost 25 per 
cent of equipment that has 
been repaired after a custom¬ 
er has complained breaks 


down again within a month, 
the CRTC said. 

Other common objections 
raised to B.C. Tel’s rate in¬ 
crease were lodged by senior 
citizens, the poor and groups 
representing the two. 

They said the proposed in¬ 
creases would cause undue 
hardship on customers with 


low or fixed incomes and that 
it would deprive them of a 
basic necessity. 

Acknowledging this prob¬ 
lem, the CRTC made the un¬ 
usual move of ordering B.C. 
Tel to examine the feasibility 
of providing a discount to 
such customers as the Bell 
system offers in the U.S.

What’s a milhon? At least one Victoria resident 
knows but doesn’t appear to care. 

He - or she - won a million dollars in the Feb. 28 
Provincial lottery, but so far has been too shy to claim 
the prize. 

That doesn't mean the winner doesn’t know he - she 
held the winning ticket. It’s lodged for safekeeping in 
the National Trust vault in Victoria with trust officials 
keeping mum on the winner's identity: 

They wouldn’t even let ubiquitous TV cameras film 
the ticket on specific instructions from their client. 

In the meantime Jack Stewart, director of the lot¬ 
teries branch, said there isn’t much he can do to flush 
the winner out. 

"It’s up to the winner to make the claim.” Stewart 
said. ”We can’t take any further steps. But I wish we 
knew who the winner was so that we could get as much 
publicity as possible out of it. However, perhaps we’ll 
get as much publicity lliis way rather than the othei 
way.” 

The winner has a year to make the claim. 

”1 thought I’d find out the name of the winner when 
I confirmed the win, but all I was told was that Na¬ 
tional Trust was the claimant.” Stewart said. 

Adding spice to the mystery is $250,000 awaiting a 
claimant from the April 20 draw. 

“That ticket could be anywhere in Canada,” 
Stewart said. “All we know is that it was bought. The 
winner could have stuck in his wallet or put in a draw¬ 
er and forgotten it. Whatever the case is, there’s 
$250,000 waiting to be claimed. As for the million 
dollars, we know the winner is in Victoria but that’s 
all.” 

Ticket numbers? The winner of the million held 
3019886, now gathering dust but no interest in National 
Trust. Remember, that was Feb. 28. 

The winner of the unclaimed $250,000 held ticket 
number 4163976 in the April 30 draw*. 

In the meantime, Stewart said there isn’t anything 
they can do to help the winners increase the value of 
their winnings. “The money remains in a trust fund 
earning no interest,” he said. “When they do eventually 
claim, they’ll get just a million or just the $250,000.”

TEL AVIV’(AP) — Israel’s governing Labor 
party suffered thumping defeats Tuesday in national 
elections and the head of the.right-wing Likud opposi¬ 
tion claimed victory. 

Likud leader Menahem Begin — who takes a 
much tougher line on trading occupied Arab territory 
for peace agreements than has the Labor leadership — 
told exuberant followers early today he expects to foim 
the next govemtnent. 

Labor has been the domin¬ 
ant force in every Israeli gov¬ 
ernment since independence in 
1948. 

The Labor party, stained by 
corruption scandals and hurt 
by a troubled economy, w^as 
trailing in many areas in the 
voting. 

Ballots are counted by hand 
and complete results from the 
country's 2.2 million voters 
are not expected until later 
today. 

With 1,381 of the 3.879 polling 
stations counted, Likud had 41 
seats for a gain of two and 
Labor had 33.. The reformist 
Democratic Movement for 
Change (DMC) got 14 and ihe 
National Religious Party 
(NRP.) won 12. a gain of two. 

The remaining 20 seats were 
scattered among eight other 
parties, including the Commu¬ 
nist Rakah which captured 
six for a gain of two. 

Computer projections based 
on more than 20 per cent of 
the vote and a sampling of 
polling stations gave the 
Likud 42 seats in the 120- 
member Knesset parliament 
and Labor 32. Labor had won 
51 seats and Likud 39 in fhe 
1973 election. -> 

Political observers noted 
the law does not require that 
the party winning a plurality 
be automatically granted the 
first chance to form a govern¬ 
ment, but that practice 
always has been followed. 

The newly formed (DMCi. 
which has promised to work 
for domestic reform. ap- 
peared to be on its way to 
capturing 16 seats in the 
Knesset. Israeli television 
predicted the NRP would 
clinch 11 seats. 

“It’s an earthquake,” said 
DMC leader Prof. Amnon Ru¬ 
binstein, who was at Likud 
headquarters.

Supreme Court backs sex shop’s case 

Morality snub not enough 


OTTAWA (CP) — A munici¬ 
pal council is not entj>ovvered 
to withhold a business licence 
solely on grounds of protect¬ 
ing community moral wel¬ 
fare, the Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled Tuesday. 

It said in a 5-0 judgment 
(hat the municipal council of 
Prince George w rongly re¬ 
fused to issue a licence to a 
person wishing to open a sex 
shop. 

Mayor Harold Moffat said 
that despite the ruling in the 
2!i year sex shop battle. 
Prince George had the re¬ 
course of setting a business li- 
known that » cence lee so high it would 
defer the Garden of Eden ol 
Victoria from operating a bo- 
tique in the city. 


The business licence appli- 
’ cation was made by John 
Payne to open a Garden of 
Eden shop. Council denied the 
application by citing a section 
ol the B.C. Municipal Act 
which says a licence can be 
refused if at least two-thirds 
of the members of council 
agree. 

The B.C*. ap(>eal court 
quashed the council resolution 
saying protection of public- 
morality against a lawful 
business is an irrelevant 
ground upon which to deny a 
licence. The' city appealed to 
the Supreme Court and ar¬ 
gued that morality is a rele¬ 
vant point. 

Evidenee in the lower 
courts indicated that the Gar¬ 


den of Eden was to specialize 
in sexual devices. One B.C. 
appeal court judge called 
these "a wide range of mas- 
turbatory and erotic devices 
and substances not entirely 
consistent with heterosexual 
activity.” 

Mr. Justice Brian Dickson, 
writing for the court, said the 
court was not concerned with 
i he morality question and 
must limit itself to deciding 
'whether the council acted 
w ithin its jurisdiction. 

"The Prince George council 
did not have statutory 
. power to prohibit the trade 
which the applicant sought to 
conduct.” he said. 


Moffat said the answer now 
might be a $3,000 business li¬ 
cence. 

But Garden of Eden co» 
owner Joe Payne said that 
while he was happy about the 
Supreme Court decision, his 
nartner is away on holidays 
and he was not certain 
whether he still wants to open 
a shop in Prince George. 

The high court has yet to 
decide on a similar $ase from 
St. Catharines, Ont. That 
case, involving a sex shop 
called Erotique Ltd., is to set¬ 
tle legal arguments over 
whether sexual devices actu¬ 
ally are prohibited under obs¬ 
cenity laws. 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Prisoners who refused to go 
to their scheduled duties at 
Mission medium-security in¬ 
stitution Tuesday morning, 
ended their protest over pay 
rates by mid-afternoon. 

Jack Stewart, a spokesman 
for the Canadian Penitentiary 
Service, said the prison re¬ 
turned to normal after a 
meeting between the prison¬ 
ers’ committee and adminis¬ 
tration at the Fraser Valley 
institution. 

“It was explained to them 
that much of what they were 
asking for required national 
policy changes and were 
beyond the jurisdiction of 
local administration,” Stew’art 
said. 

Prisoners in tederal institu¬ 
tions receive from 75 cents to 
$1.20 a day of which 55 cents 
to 95 cents may be used to 
purchase canteen items while 
the remainder is put into 
compulsory savings.

They say it in writing

In one of Victoria’s 
schools, parental involve¬ 
ment is not only en¬ 
couraged. but parents 
must say in writing that 
they plan td"contribute to 
the school’s activities. 

This is South Park 
Family School. Located in 
an aging but still-elegant 
structure built 83 years 
ago. the school was start¬ 
ed In response to a re¬ 
quest from parents that 
they be allowed to play a 
greater part in their chil¬ 
dren’s education. 

The parents had been 
Involved in co-operative 
pre-schools, and wanted 
to continue this arrange¬ 
ment as their children 
grew older. 

Now r , parents enrolling 
their children in the 
schoool for the first time 
do more than just register 
their child. They get an 
initial orientation and a 
tour of the school from an 
enrolment committee 
made up of parents, then 
talk to the classroom 
teacher, and finally talk 
with principal Pam Sen- 
ese. 

THE FINAL STEP is 

the signing of a commit¬ 
ment form, in which 
parents indicate their 
willingness to take part in 
the school’s program, ei¬ 
ther in the classroom or 
outside normal school 
hours if they cannot come 
during the day. 

A casual visitor to the 
school may have difficulty 
picking out the teachers 
from the other adults. Ev¬ 
eryone is addressed by 
theif first name, and 
with as many as four or 
five adults in the 
classroom and kids work¬ 
ing all over the place, the 
only way to know for sure 
is to ask. 

This very low ratio of 
adults to. students makes 
possible an extremely 
flexible program with a 
high degree of enrich¬ 
ment. and would probably 
do so even if the school 
were not located in an ed- 
u c a t o r ’ s paradise —

across the street from 
Beacon Hill Park, close to 
the shoreline of the Strait 
of Juab de Fuca, within 
walking distance of the le¬ 
gislative buildings, the 
Inner Harbor, and the 
Provincial Museum. 

"There’s no problem 
here if a parent wants to 
take five kids skating,’’ 
Mrs. Senese says. The 
schools' schedule is flexi¬ 
ble and varied enough 
that this, an administra¬ 
tive nightmare in almost 
any other school, is done 
routinely. 

THE CLASSROOM is 
also flexible. Children are 
not put in grades, but 
their progress is moni¬ 
tored as they proceed 
through the textbooks at 
their own pace. To give 
them opportunities for 
emotional expression, 
every child keeps a jour¬ 
nal in w’hich he or she 
records the events of the 
day. 

Participation in physi¬ 
cal activities is also 
stressed. "We emphasize 
balance here — good 
physical, mental, and cre¬ 
ative well-being,” Mrs. 
Senese says. 

The "report card’’ at 
South Park is basically a 
blank sheet of paper on 
which the teacher carries 
on a continuing written di¬ 
alogue with the parent. 

This frees the teacher 
from regular reporting 
periods, but the trade-off 
is more demanding — the 
teacher cannot just "X” 
boxes any longer, but 
must know, and com¬ 
municate to the parent 
what the child is doing. 

Parents and school staff 
communicate in other 
ways: Parents’ associa¬ 
tion executive meets 
monthly to discuss school 
activities: the parents 

from each classroom 
meet frequently in "fami¬ 


ly meetings" at the home 
of parents: various com¬ 
mittees meet; the parents 
are welcome to the week¬ 
ly staff meetings on 
Thursday afternoon: and 
finally everyone, parents 
and staff, meet together 
as a school every other 
month. 

IT IS PROBABLY fair 
to say that the South Park 
philosophy — non-compe¬ 
titive classrooms where 
children learn at their 
own pace, and are ex¬ 
ited to a wide variety of 
educational experiences 
— would be an unattaina¬ 
ble dream without exten¬ 
sive parent involvement. 

The same could be said 
of another unusual school 
in the Greater Victoria 
School District. Sundance, 
the district’s "less-struc¬ 
tured" school, stresses in¬ 
dividualized programs 
which permit a child to 
proceed at his own pace 
with a maximum of in¬ 
dependence. 

Such a philosophy would 
place enormous demands 
on a normal complement 
of teachers, because to 
have any value, it must 
offer students a genuine 
range of choices and high¬ 
ly individualized instruc¬ 
tion. 

To make this work Sun¬ 
dance uses its patents in 
the school extensively, 
both in the classroom and 
outside it. 

The school ojierates 
with relatively little philo¬ 
sophical direction from 
the school board. It is the 
I >a rents and staff who 
work together to define its 
goals, and parents are ex¬ 
isted to attend school 
and "family” meetings. 

ANOTHER BENEFIT 
of having parents in¬ 
volved in the schools is 
better control of discipline 
problems. 

At Arbutus Junior High 


parents, rather than 
teachers, chaperone at 
dances. According to prin¬ 
cipal Dan Horovatin, the 
school’s drinking and van- 
dadlism problem at these 
functions, has dropped to 
virtually nil. 

Carol Pickup, a can¬ 
didate for school tward 
last fall who is interested 
in this aspect of eduction, 
says parental involvement 
“is the only way to solve 
bullying, smoking, and 
vandalism problems.” 

"If there art problems 
at a school, you are going 
to solve them fai* quicker 
at that level than at the 
school board level.” 

What obstacles inhibit 
parent involvement? 
Parental reluctance is 
one. Immigrant families 
particularly are often un¬ 
comfortable when expect¬ 
ed to challenge educators, 
or to define directions for 
education in a society 
about which they are stiil 
learning themselves. 

Parents whose children 
are attending a neigh¬ 
borhood school rather 
than one of the alterna¬ 
tives may not realize they 
have a role to play. At 
Northridge Elementary, 
school staff have found a 
need to get out into the 
homes to get parents into 
the school. 

SOMETIMES school 
staff are unwilling to have 
parents in the classroom 
for fear that they will 
usurp the teacher’s role, 
or that they are "check¬ 
ing up on” the teacher. 

The key person in deter¬ 
mining how extensively 
parents will be involved is 
the school principal. 
Greater Victoria' school 
board community rela¬ 
tions director ll Stavdal 
says. 

The principal is usually 
1 n charge of com¬ 
municating with parents 
through a newsletter or 
other means and has a 
part in choosing the 
school’s staff. 

But a principal alone 
cannot bring parents into 
the school. Stavdal sajrs. 
"You have to have parent 
interest as well.”

‘Secrecy’ advocate 
grilled in public

A Vancouver management 
consultant was cast into the 
unaccustomed role Tuesday of 
having to‘defend a confiden¬ 
tial report in public. 

It was a no-holds-barred 
session during which Gordon 
H. Newhouse answered ques¬ 
tions from members of Vic¬ 
toria city council on his re¬ 
cent report dealing with ad¬ 
ministrative changes at city 
hall. 

Despite assurances from 
Newhouse that "all our re¬ 
ports are confidential,” none 
of the aldermeh made a mo*- 
tion to discuss the matter be¬ 
hind closed doors. 

Questions by aldermen 
ranged all the way from why 
Newhouse seemed to advocate 
secret meetings to the merits 
of his recommendation that 
the city clerk’s position be 
scrapped. 

When the smoke had 
cleared, the finance commit¬ 
tee recommended that city 
council implement a number 
of major recommendatiops 
made by Newhouse. 

They include abolition of the 
clerk’s office and merging it 
with the city manager’s of¬ 
fice. 

It was also recommended 
by the committee that the as¬ 
sistant city gianager assume 
the statutory functions of the 
city clerk and that an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant be 
hired to look after the day-to- 
day operations of the clerk’s 
function. 

Although Aid. Larry Ryan 
eventually voted in favor of 
implementing the recommen¬ 
dations, he w as the strongest 
opponent during the debate. 

When details leaked but 
some time ago, Ryan called it 
a "naive report.” 

H e continued Tuesday 
expressing doubts about its 
validity. The city clerk’s posi¬ 
tion, he said, w’as a historical 
one and he asked who was 
Newhouse to advocate its dis¬ 
mantling alter spending just a 
few weeks in city hall. 

Newhouse said his report 
had unfortunately been ac¬ 
companied by "quite a bit of 
controversy and emo¬ 
tionalism." 

At one point, Ryan said New¬ 
house was making "charges 
and accusations" in his report 
regarding the efficiency of 
past employees at the city 
clerk’s office. 

Newhouse replied he wasn’t 
making any accusations, ad¬ 
ding that the whole debate 
was becoming "a little emo¬ 
tional." 

Ryan summed up his feel¬ 
ings on the matter by stating 
that it wasn’t in the public’s 
interest to "wipe out the city 
clerk’s position." 

Newhouse told the commit¬ 
tee that in the interest of pro¬ 
ductivity and efficiency, it 
was best to scrap the position. 
He also said that It wasn’t re¬ 
ally necessary to have a sepa¬ 
rate city clerk’s office "when 
you have a city solicitor* on 
board.” 

When Newhouse was asked 
why he had hinted at "undue 
pressure by the media on 
elected officials,” he replied 
that this w’as a very con¬ 
troversial question. 

There were times, he said, 
when certain matters should 
not be discussed in the pre¬ 
sence of the news media. 

But the media, he added, 
should be informed of the sub¬ 
stance of closed meetings. In¬ 
formation. he said, should be 
channelled through selective 
sources, such as the mayor, 
the city manager or the com¬ 
mittee chairman. 

He was interrupted by a re¬ 
porter who asked whether he 
was advocating "packaged 
news," but Newhouse said 
that wasn’t his intention. 

He also levelled a broadside 
at the aldermen, • saying that 
elected officials, sometimes in 
an attempt to be re-elected, 
use terminology in debate 


that was detrimental to the 
organization, meaning city 
hall and the administration. 

That got Hayes upset He 
said it sounded to him as if 
Newhouse was trying to cur¬ 
tail the aldermen’s right to 
talk to the media. 

Speaking to reporters from 
a political point of view’ was 
what politics was all about, 
Hayes said. 

"Is it?" Newhouse asked. 

Aid. Murray Glazier said 
Newhouse’s views on the rela¬ 
tionship between elected of¬ 
ficials and the media were 
Very interesting, but not real¬ 
istic. 

"What a consultant sees is 
one thing, but it's different 


when you’re faced with an in¬ 
quiring reporter," he said. 

Newhouse had one more 
complaint: “The citizens 

haven’t been told the full 
story,” he said. 

By scrapping the city 
clerk's position, there would 
be a cost saving of about 
$15,000 to $17,000 a year, he 
said. 

If his recommendations 
were implemented, he said, 
the administration would be 
strengthened. 

And finally, his bill to the 
city wouldn’t be $5,000 as re¬ 
ported, but $4,400 plus ex¬ 
penses.

Foot fare 
bargain 
back in fall 

Foot passengers on B.C. 
Ferries will get another break 
next September — but nothing 
more than they have now. 

Ferry officials said Tuesday 
that the off-peak reductions to 
$2 per passenger, due to be 
lifted June 1 for the summer 
season, would be re-ln- 
troduoed In September. 

“We thought we should 
make it clear that the general 
ferry fare reduction will not 
change the ‘off-peak’ rates In 
the fall, a spokesman for the 
ferry corporation said. 

“Starting sometime after 
Labor Day foot passengers 
will still be able to ride the 
ferries for $!.” 

The off-peak fares do not 
apply to automobiles or 
drivers. They will still pay the 
new $12 rate throughout the 
year. 


Spot Tel strike 
moves to capital 


Southern Vancouver Island 
got its first taste of the rotat¬ 
ing B.C. Tel strike Tuesday 
and, according to both union 
and management, everything 
ran smoothly. 

Some 30 management per¬ 
sonnel manned long-distance 
lines and attended to essential 
phone installation and repair 
while 750 employees stayed 
off the job. 

"I think we did all right,” 
said a B.C. Tel spokesman 
Tuesday night. "We didn't 
have too many complaints.” 

"If they had a little trouble 
figuring out the switchboards 
a t first, that’s under¬ 
standable,” said a union 
spokesman. "They haven’t 
had any practice since 1969.” 

The last major B.C. Tel 
strike occurred in 1969. 

Caught in Tuesday’s action 
were Victoria, the Gulf Is¬ 
lands, Saanich, Sooke and 
Port Renfrew exchanges. The 
strike moved here from North 


Vancouver and the Fraser 
Valley and was expected to 
switch targets again at 6 a.m. 
today. 

The 10,000-member Tele¬ 
communications Workers 
Union (formerly the Federa¬ 
tion of Telephone Workers) is 
keeping a tight lid on advance 
strike plans. Union officials in 
Victoria said they weren’t told 
it was their turn until 5 a.m. 
— an hour before their action 
began. 

A confused public seemed to 
think the employees were out 
because of a lockout But 
union officials said the signs 
carried by pickets simply 
showed they were out in sup¬ 
port of workers who have 
been locked out at two Lower 
Mainland locations. 

The lockouts, according to 
the union, brought to a head a 
two-year-old fight against the 
contracting out erf business. 

The issue is the switch by 


the company to Northern Te¬ 
lecom in Montreal for the pur¬ 
chase of distribution frames. 
The equipment had previously 
been manufactured in Bur¬ 
naby by Canadian Telephone 
and Supplies Ltd., a B.C. Tel 
subsidiary. 

The union, which also 
covers employees at Canadian 
Telephone and Supplies, says 
the move put an end to 14 
jobs. 

The complicated issue was 
dealt with by arbitrator R. N. 
Monroe and the problem ap¬ 
pears to lie in different in¬ 
terpretations of his findings 
by the union and company. 

According to B.C. Tel, the 
frames were cheaper in the 
east and it is complying with 
Monroe’s decision by buying 
them there. The union insists 
the arbitrator only meant the 
company could keep any 
equipment already bought in 
the east prior to his award of 
last Oct. 27.

A proposal by the organiza¬ 
tions, however, that council 
table the matter until the 
community had worked out a 
scheme for possible uses of 
the building received a cool 
reception Tuesday from 
members of council’s land 
management committee.

Robert Wright said the 
groups would have ample 
time to come up with their 
own proposals.

Amalgamation in spotlight at plan meeting

Amalgamation .was a .sur¬ 
prise ingredient in discussions 
on Saanich's olficial commu¬ 
nity plan a- n public meeting 
Tuesday in Lambrick Park 
School. 

Although Aid. Fred Sever¬ 
son, who'chaired the meeting 
atiended by 180 persons, tried 
valiantly to move the discus¬ 
sion away front amalgama¬ 
tion. the issue held the spot¬ 
light for most of the meeting. 

Aid. Joseph Bourque 


sparked the comments with 
his suggestion that "mayhe 
we should drop existing 
boundaries and amalgamate 
with Victoria." 

He made the statement in 
response to a question about 
the need to develop-industrial 
zones in Saanich. 

Questioners had suggested 
industrial zones be developed 
along the Victoria waterfront, 
leaving Saanich a bedroom 
community. 

“We have to develop a tax 
base.” Bourque said as he 


outlined council’s proposal to 
develop a 120-acre industrial 
zone in the Glanford-Varial- 
man area. 

"If ^’e carry on at the rate 
we are, then we will tax you 
all out of your homes,” he 
said, stressing the need to es¬ 
tablish a tax base other than 
residential. 

Former alderman Maurice 
Johnson conceded that it was 
essential to obtain additional 
commercial and light industry 
“or you’li be taxed out of your 
nests.” 


He added. however: 

‘Maybe we should take a long 
look, at amalgamation. Let 
Victoria have the industry’ so 
we can retain our semi-rural 
lifestyle. 

"Perhaps it’s time we 
stopped thinking as munici¬ 
palities and started thinking a 
little bigger ” he said. 

Other citizens wanted to 
kndw the cost of amalgama¬ 
tion versus that of developing 
an industrial park, while 
others wondered whether Vic¬ 
toria would be prepared to 


handle all Saanich's industrial 
development. 

Howard Sturrock. president 
of the Cad boro Bay Rate¬ 
payers’ Association, told aider- 
men they were guilty of view¬ 
ing industrial development 
from a viewpoint of financial 
gain to the municipality, 
rather than considering how 
such development would af¬ 
fect citizens. 

He urged an approach be 
made to Municipal Affairs 
Minister Hugh Curtis (a 
former Saanich mayor) for a 


revenue-snarjng formula to 
compensate for Saanich’s lack 
of industry. 

Some speakers called for 
more information from coun¬ 
cil on monetary benefits to be. 
derived by the municipality 
from industrial development 
"so w’e can reach a decision 
ourselves on whether this 
would be a good or bad 
thing.” 

Maxwell Tracey told council 
that amalgamation was not 
dead. "Ron McKenzie (the 
Victoria alderman involved in 


a study on possible saving to 
the four core municipalities 
by amalgamation) is alive 
and kicking. He will be aj>- 
proaching local councils very 
soon to outline the tremen¬ 
dous benefits to be derived 
from amalgamation.” 

Tracey also took Issue with 
those who urged a no-growth 
approach by Saanich council. 

He suggested the plan be 
revised to give full rein to 
planned growth and an end to 
the dormitory concept for the 
municipality. 


advertise the building and 
property on Douglas for "mul¬ 
ti-residential” purposes. The 
present R-2 (duplex) zoning 
could be changed, depending 
on the merits of a develop¬ 
ment proposal. 

The delegation pointed out 
that tiie school was more than 
just an old building. It was 
part of Victoria’s history, they 
said. 

“Several generations of Vic¬ 
toria’s citizens have attended 
Beacon Hill School.
